Greek New Teſtament was read, ſhe made us 
underſtand by ſigns what the purpoſes were, 
(for at that time ſhe was dumb, whether really 


or counterfeitly, it is hard to determine) and 


did exactly give an account to myſelf, what we 
did at two miles diſtance from the place where

T P ON the 14th of October 1676, my 
father was ſurprized, at Glaſgow, in the 

= night-time, with a hot and fiery diſtem- 
Per; and coming home the next day, he was 


fixed to his bed. The phyſician fearing a 


Pleuriſy, and a fever, opened a vein, and the ap- 
plication of medicaments being made, the fiery 


heat was abated; he remaining for ſeven weeks 


together under a great pain, chiefly in his right 
fide, though not fixed to his bed. There had 


come to Pollock-town a young dumb girl, but 


from whence was not known, who had remain- 
ed there for four weeks betore, but ſeldom fre- 
quenting Sir George Maxwell's houſe, till at 


length ſhe came 4 more familiarity, and 


converſe with his two daughters. And having 
obſerved Sir George ſick and weak in his body, 


The ſignified unto them, That there was a wo- 


man whoſe ſon had broke his fruit yard, that | 


dd prick him in the ſides. 


And ſeeing this woman one day in the hall of 


Pollock amongſt a great many other company, 


ſhe aſſured his daughters, that this was the wo- 
man, And the day following, ſhe told the gen- 


tlewoman, Thar this woman (whoſe name was 


Janet Mathie, relict of John Stewart, undermil- 
ler in Schaw mill) had formed a wax picture with 


| j 5 nap in the ſide, which was to be found in her 
{+ Houle, in a hole behind the fire, offering to bring 


it unto them providing ſhe were accompanied 


uith men to protect her from violence. At firſt 
they hardly underſtood her, till ſhe went to one of 


the gentlewomen's cloſets, and bringing thence 


a little bee-wax, ſhe plyed it before the fire, 
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ſnewing the dimenſions and quantity of the pic- 
ture. The gentlewomen regarded not the infor- 
mation, becauſe they thought it fabulous; yet his 
two ſervants Laurence Pollock, and Andrew 
Martine, knowing how much the girl loved 
their maſter, and knowing that his life was in 
hazard, if this picture were not found, reſolv- 
ed at all adventures to try whether the informa- 
tion were true or falſe; and therefore going 
along with her to the ſaid Janet Mathie's houſe, 
one of them planted himſelf on the one ſide of 
the fire, and the other on the other ſide, while 


in the mean time, the little girl coming quick- 
ly by Laurence Pollock, putteth her hand in 


the hole behind the fire, and then ſlips into 
Andrew Martine beneath his cloak, the waxen 
effigy, which had two pins in it, one in each 
ſide, but that in the right fide, ſo long as to 
pierce thorow to the other; that in the left was 
not ſo long, nor ſo deeply thruſt in. This pic- 
ture being brought to Pollock, Sir George his 
ſon, without acquainting his father, apprehend- 
ing Janet Mathie, procuring the next day the 


Lord Roſs, his order, for conveying her to pri- 


ſon. She being interrogate touching the picture, 
after ſeveral alledges, It was the 
deed of the dumb girl.“ 


It was alſo enquired, whether Sir George or 
his Lady had given her at any time provocati- 
on to this malice ? But it was well known, they 


had been courteous to her, and upon her com- 


plaints, had rebuked ſome for ſpreading bad 
reports upon her name, as not appearing fut- 
ficiently well founded to a conviction, Only 
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upon the 14th of October, above ſpecified, be: 
fore Sir Gcorge went to Glaſgow, he had called 
"x „ before him a ſervant in Pollock town, that had 
& broken his orchard in harveſt laſt, who confeſt 
the fact, and that Hugh Stewart a Son of Janet 
Mathie's was his.complice. But a by-ſtander 
declared, That he was not now in Pollock land, 
dut in the Darnly. To whom Sir George re- 
plied, I hope my fingers may reach him in 
Darnly. This was all, which could be thought a, 
provocation to Mathie, No harm being done in 
the mean time to her ſon, whom Sir George 
to this hour doth not ſo much as know by the 
face, but hath ſuffered him all the time of his 
fickneſs to live in his mother's houle, even ſince 
her impriſonment. In the mean time Mathie 
remaining obſtinate, was ſearched for inſenſible 
marks, before the ſheriff-depute of Renfrew, 
and many famous witneſſes at Paiſley and very 
many found upon her. | 
After the finding of the picture of wax fore- 
ſaid, there was ſome abatement of Sir Gore 
his lickneſs, but not to any abſervable degree, 
ſo low was he brought. But upon the fourth 
of January following, his ſickneſs recurred with 
that violence, that for four or five days, his 
friends and relations had no great confidence 
of his life. But they were more amazed on 
nie 7th of January, being the ſabbath day, 
{+ When they had an expreſs from the dumb girl, 
who was at Pollock-town, but could not get over 
the water to the houſe, the river being ſo ſwell-

his life, And when ſhe was called for, ſhe de- 


The next day following, James Dunlop 


of Houſhill, and Ludowick Stewart of Achin- 
hood, with ſome of Sir George's ſervants 

went to Stewart's houſe, taking the little girl 
with them, reſolving to make a very exact trial, 


that it might not be ſaid that the dumb girl had 
brought any thing hither. Wherefore they 
cauſed John Stewart himſelf to light a candle 
and hold it, while Ludowick Stewart, and 


another did, in his ſight, lift the clay effigy 
from among the bed ſtraw, beneath the bolſtec 

(the little girl all the while ſtanding at a du 
| tance from the place) but the picture having 


been made, only three or four days before, and 
not ſufficiently hard, did break into two 
pieces. In it were three pins, one in each ſide, 
and one in the breaſt, Stewart had nothing 
to ſay for himſelf, but that he know not, wha 


had put that thing there. He was inſtantly. 
apprehended, and ſo was a little . ſiſter of his, 


lately entred into the fourteenth year of her age, 


named Annable Stewart, who was ſaid to have 
whiſpered before, ſomewhat of the ' waxen 
effigy. This poor creature, proved thereatter, 


thro' God's favour, a key to the detection of 
making both the pictures. 


At firſt ſhe was very obſtinate, but the next 


day ſhe conſeſſed, That being preſent in her 


© brother's houſe, the 4th of January while the 


5 clay picture was formed, the Black gentle- 


man veing preſent, (which was 8 BANE. ſne 


clared, It was in his houſe, beneath che bolſter | 
among the bed ſtraw. 
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© gave the devil) together with Beſſie Weir, 
Marjo ry Craig, Margaret Jackſon, and her 
brother John, But when confronted with her 
brother, ſhe did not with confidence adhere to 
her confeſſion. Upon the finding of this pic- 
t ure Sir George did very obſervably recover in 


his health, and all the pain, which was in his 
ſide did, by degrees, wear away. 


John Stewart remained, notwithſtanding his 
ſiſter's confeſſion, above meaſure obſtinate, un- 
til he was ſearched the next day for inſenſible 
marks, whereof he had great plenty. At the 
finding whereof, he was ſo confounded, that im- 
mediately he confeſt his paction with the devil, 
and almoſt all the other heads expreſt in his judi- 
cial confeſſion after-written; and declared, 
That his complices who formed the effigy 
* with him were the ſame his ſiſter had named.” 
She alſo came to a free and full confeſſion of her 
paction with the devil, and her acceſſion to the 


forming both of the waxen pictures in her 


Mother's houſe, and of the clay one in her bro- 

Upon information of the premiſes, the Earl 
of Dundonald and the Lord Roſs, granteda war- 
rant for apprehending Beſſie Weir, Margaret 
Jackſon, and Marjory Craig, who had been fel. 
low ſiſters in the Peck ſorcery. 

Margaret Jackſon, a woman aged about four- 
ſcore of years, after a day or two, confeſſed pac- 
tion with the devil, and ker acceſſion to the ma- 
king of both the ſpiftures, and condeſcended 
upon the complices above named. Many inſen- 


ſible marks were found in her body. 
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Upon the 17th of January laſt, a third por- 
trait of clay was found under Janet Mathie's 
bolſter in the priſon-houſe of Paiſley, which the 
dumb girl had given information of. But 1t 
ſeemed to be the picture of ſome woman, and 
probably of ſome of the family of Pollock. For 
Annabil Stewart did freely declare, That their 
© malice was againſt the whole family of Pol- 
© loek.” For turning to young Pollock and his 


. Lady, ſhe ſaid, And againſt you Alſo.” This 


portrait was found before tour famous witneſſes, 

The Lords of his Majeſty's privy council, 
being informed of theſe pictures and effigies, 
the diſpſitions of three confeſſing Witches be- 
ing ſent, did grant a commiſſion for their trial, 
and alſo for the trial of the other three that 
were obſtinate. And in regard of the ſingula- 
rity of the caſe, they ordered the proceſs to 
be very ſolemn, commiſſionating for the trial 
ſome judicious gentlemen in the country, viz. 
Sir Patrick Gauſton of Gauſton, James Briſ- 
bond of Biſhoptoun, Sir John Shaw younger 
of Greenock,. and John Anderſon younger of 
Dovehill. To whom they added Mr John Preſ- 


ton advocate (a gentleman well ſeen in cri- 


minals, and who exerciſed the office of juſtice- 

depute for ſeveral years) a ine quo non, in the 
commiſſion. And that the whole proceſs might 
be the more exact, they appointed Gorge Lord 
Roſs aſſeſſor, with power to vote, and decide. 
And further ordereqg, Mr Robert Martin, clerk 
to the juſtice court, to be clerk to the proceſs, 
which was to be recorded in the public books 

of adjournal. B 
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The commiſſioners of juſticiary held their 


firſt court at Paiſley, the 25th of Jannuary; be- 
fore whom Annabil Stewart deponed, That

That being enticed by her mother

up to him, and that the devil promiſed, ſhe

That thereafter he placed her neareſt to himſelf, 
That ſhe was preſent in her mother's houſe.

was made to repreſent Sir George Maxwell of 
Pollock, that the Black Man, Jannet Mathie

John Stewart did judicially depone before 
© the juſtices, That upon the third day Janu- 
* ary inſtant, Beſſie Weir in Pollock-town 4 
* came to him late at night, He being with®

out doors at his own houſe, that ſhe did in- 
* timate unto him, that there was a meeting to 


< beat his houſe the next night, and that the 
devil in the ſhape of a Black Man, Margaret 


'- © Jackſon, Marjory Craig, and the ſaid Beſſie 


Weir, were to be preſent, and that Beſſie 
Weir required him to be preſent which he 
< promiſed to do. That the next night, after 
© he had gone to bed, the Black Man came in, 
and called him quietly by his name, upon 
which he aroſe from his bed and put on his 
4 cloaths, 

That Margaret Jackſon, Beſſie Weir and 
Marjory Craig, did enter in at the window, 
in the gavel of his houſe. And that the firſt 
thing that the Black Man required was, that 
he ſhould renounce his baptiſm, and deliver 
up himſelf wholly unto him, putting one of 
his hands on the crown of his head, arid the 
other to the ſole of his foot. And that he was 
tempted hereunto by the devil, promiſing he 
"ſhould not want any pleaſure, and that he 
- ſhould get his heart ſythe on all that ſhould 
do him wrong. That the new name giyen to 
him by the devil was Jonas, That thereafter 
the devil required every one of their conſents, 
for the making an effigy of clay, for taking a- 

way the life of Sir George Maxwell of Pollock, 
to revenge the taking of his mother Janet 

Marhie; that every one of the perſons aboye 
named, did give their conſent to the making 
of the ſaid effigy; and that they wrought the 
20 clay, and that the Black Man did make the 
figure of the head and face, and the two arms 
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to the ſaid effigy, that the devil ſet three pins 
in the ſame, one in each ſide, and one in the 
breaſt; and that the ſaid John did hold the 
candle all the while the picture was a making, 
that he obſerved one of the Black Man's feet 
to be cloven, and that the Black Man's ap- 
parel was black, and that he had a blew band 
about his neck, and white hand-euffs, and 
that he had hoggers upon his legs without 
ſhoes, and that the Black Man's voice was 
hallow and ghoſtly. That after they had be- 
gun to form the picture, his ſiſter Annabil (a 
child of thirteen or fourteen years of age)came 
knocking to the door and ſhe being let in by 
him, ſtayed with them a conſiderable time, 
but that the went away before the reſt, he 
having opened the door unto her, that the reſt 
went out at the window, thorow which Sy 
entered, that the picture was placed by Bet> - 
fe Weir, in his bed- ſtraw.

The juſtices having examined all vitneltes i s 
matters of fact, touching the effigies, Sir 
George's ſickneſs, and the recovery of his 
health, upon the finding of the lame, conſider- 
ing alſo the bad fame of thoſe who were obſti- 
nate, and having confronted them with the con-

their acceſſion, in manner expreſt in the con- 
feſfion above written, Conſidering laſtly, all 
other circumſtances of their caſe, committed 
them to the trial of a judicious inqueſt, ho be- 
ing found guilty, were condemned to the fire 
to be burnt, and their effigies with them. Only 
Annabil, in regard of her nonage, and the evi- 


dences ſhe ſeemed to give of her penitency, 


was reprieved by order of council, but to 
remain in priſon, In the mean time, both ſhe 
and her brother John did ſeriouſly exhort their 
mother to confeſſion; and with tears, did Anna- 


dil put her in mind of the many meetings ſhe 


had with the devil in her own houſe, and that 
aſummer's day would not be ſuffigient to relate 


what paſlages. ſhe had ſeen between the devil 
and her; but nothing could prevail with her ob- 
75 dured and hardened heart. 


It is to be noted, the dumb girl, whoſe name 


was Jannet Douglas, doth now ſpeak, not very 
diſtinctly, yet fo as ſhe may be underſtood; and 


is a perſon that moſt wonderfully diſcovers 


5 things paſt, and doth alſo underſtand the Latin 
tongue, which ſhe never learned.

Bone a wonderful diſcovery of murder by an 
Apparition. 


BOUT the year of our Lord 1632, 


near unto Cheſter in the ſtreet, there hy- 
. ed one Walker, a yeoman of good eſtate, 

and a widower, who had a young woman called 
| Anna Was to his ae that kept his | 
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houſe, who was by the neighbours ſuſpected 
to be with child, and was, towards the dark of 
the evening, one night ſent away with Mark 
Sharp, who was a coalier, or one that digged |} 
coals under ground, and who had been born in 
Black- burn hundred in Lancaſhire, and fo ſhe. '8 
was not heard of, for a long time, and no noiſe 
or little was made about her. In the winter 
time, one James Graham, being a miller, and 
living two miles from the place where Walker 
lived, was one night alone very late in the 
mill grinding corn, And as about twelve or one 
o'clock at night he came down the ſtairs, from 
having been putting corn in the hopper, the 
mill doors being ſhut, there ſtood a woman u- 
pon the midſt of the floor, with her hair about 
her head hanging down and all bloody, with | 
five large 9 on her head. He being 
much affrighted and amazed, began to blels 
himſelf, and at laſt aſked her, Who ſhe was, and 8 
what ſhe wanted? To whom ſhe anſweredG. ! ] 
am the ſpirit of ſuch a woman, who lived with | 
Walker, and being got with child by him, he 
promiſed to ſend me to à private place, where I 
ſhould be well lookt to, until I was brought to 
bed, and well recovered, and then I fhould 
come home again, and keep his houſe. And 
acccordingly,” ſaid the Apparition, I was 
one night late, ſent away with one Mark J 
Sharp, who upon a muir (naming a place | 
which the miller knew) flew me with a pick, 
ſuch as men dig coals withal, and gave me 
theſe five wounds, and after threw my body in- 
to a coal pit hard by, and hid the pick under a 
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bank ; and his ſhoes and ſtockings being bloody, 


he endeavoured to waſh them, bur ſeeing the 


blood would not waſh out, he hid them there.“ 


And the Apparition further told the miller, 


“That he muſt be the man to reveal it, or elſe 
that ſhe muſt till appear and haunt him.” The 
miller returned home, very ſad and heavy, and 


| ſpoke not one word of what he had ſeen, but 
ſhunned as much as he could to ſtay in the mill 


after night without company, thinking thereby 
to eſcape the ſeeing again that frightfu | Apps 
rition, 

But notwithſtanding, one night when it be- 
gan to be dark, the Apparition met him again, 
and ſeemed very fierce and cruel, and threaten- 
ed him, that if he did not reveal the murder, 
ſhe would continually purſue and haunt him. 
"Yet for all this, he concealed it, until ſome 
few nights before Chriſtmas, when being ſoon 
 afrer ſun-ſet, walking in his garden, ſhe ap- 

red again, and then ſo threatened him, and 
affrighted him, that he faithfully promiſed to 
"Shoal it the next morning. 


In the morning he went to a magiſtrate, and 


made the whole matter known, with all the cir- 
cumſtances. And diligent ſearch being made, the 
body was found in a coal pit, with five wounds 
in the head, and the pick and ſhoes and ſtockings 
yet bloody, in every circumſtance, as the Ap-

And 
upon the ſervants in the truckle-bed, who lay 
all the time ſweating for fear, there was firſt 
a little which made them begin to ſtir, bur 
before they could get out, there came a whole 


tub-full, as it were, of ſtinking ditch-water 
down upon them ſo green, that it made their

knew not. But returning on Monday, the 
devil (for that was the name they gave their 
nightly gueſt) left them not unviſited, nor on 
the Tueſday following, which was the laſt day

| wW HILE the king ſtayed at Linlithgow, 
attending the gathering of his army,which

While he was at his devotion, an an- 
cient man came in, his- amber coloured hair

the doctor was deſired to come to the houſe to 


take care of a child that was ſick there, and in 
his way thither he called on the captain, who 
was very willing to wait on him to the place, 
becauſe he mutt, as he ſaid, have gone thither 
that night, tho' he had not met with fo encou- 


raging an opportunity. After their arrival 


there at the houſe, and the civility of the people 
ſhewn them in that entertainment; they were 


ſeaſonably conducted to their lodging, which

as you tender your honour, life, and eſtate.” | 
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they deſired might be together in the ſame bed, 
where, after they had lien a while, the captain 
knockt, and bids the ſervant bring him two of 
the largeſt and higheſt candles lighted, which 
he could get? whereupon the doctor enquires 
what he meant by this? The captain anſwers, 
% Yeu know, coulin, what diſputes my major 
and I have had touching the being of God, 
and 'the immortality of the ſoul; in which 
3 we could never yet be reſolved, tho' we 
o much ſought for and deſired it. And there- 
fore it was at length fully agreed between us, 
that he of us who died firſt, ſhould the third 
night after his funeral, between the hours of 
twelve and one,- come to the little houſe 
which is here in the garden, and there give a 
full account to the ſurviver, touching theſe 

matters, who ſhould be ſure to be preſent there 

at the ſet time, and fo receive a full ſatisfacti- 
on. And this (ſays the captain) is the very 
night, and I am come on purpoſe to fulfil my 
promiſe.” The doctor diſſuaded him, mind- 
ing of the danger of following ſtrange coun- 
ſels, for which he could have no warrant ; 
and that the devil might, by ſome cunning 
device, make ſuch an advantage of this raſh 
attempt, as might work his utter ruin, The 
captain replies, That he had ſolemnly en- 
gaged, and that nothing ſhould diſcourage 
him,“ and adds, „That if the doctor would 

wake a while with him, he would thank him, 


if not, he might compoſe himſelf to reſt; but 


for his own part, he was reſolved to watch, that 


be might be ſure to be preſent at the hour 
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1 appointed.“ To that purpoſe he ſets his 
f watch by him, and aſſoon as he perceived by 
h it, that it was half an hour paſt eleven, he riſcs, 


and, taking a candle in each hand, goes out 
by a back door, of which he had before gut- 
ten the key, and walks into the garden houſe, 
. where he continued two hours and an halt, 
0 and at his return, declared that he neither taw 


| nor heard any thing more than what was u- 

7 ſual. But I know, ſaid he, that my major 
i would ſurely have come had he been able. 

1 About ſix weeks after, the captain rides to 

b Eaton, to place his ſon a ſcholar there, when 

1 the doctor went thither with him. They lodg- 

4 ed there at an inn, the fign whereof was Chriſ- 

: topher, and tarried two or three nights, not 

g lying together now as before at Dulvert on, 

: but in two ſeveral chambers, The morning 

; before they went thence, the captain ſtayed in 


his chamber longer than he was wont to do, 
before he called upon. the doctor. At length 
he comes into the doctor's chamber, but in a 
| viſage and form much differing from himſelf, 
Voith his hair and eyes ſtaring, and his whole 
body ſhaking and trembling. Whereat the doc- 
| tor wondering, preſently demanded, «< What 
is the matter, couſin captain?“ The captain 
replies, „I have ſeen my major.” At which 
the doctor ſeeming to ſmile, the captain con- 
firms it, ſaying, If ever I ſaw him in my 
life, I ſaw him but now.” And then he re- 
lated to the doctor what had paſſed, thus, This 


morning after it was light, ſome one comes to 


my bed ſide, and ſuddenly drawing back the 
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courtains, calls, Captain, captain, (which was 
the term of familiarity that the major uſed to 
| Call the captain by ; to whom I replied, What, 
my major? To which he returns, I could not 
come at the time appointed but I am now 
come to tell you, That there is a GO D, 
and a very juſt and terrible one, and if you do 
not turn over a new leaf the very expreſſion, 
as by the doctor punctually remembred) you 
mall find it ſo.” The captain proceeded; On 
the table by, there lay a ſword, which the ma- 
jor had formerly given me. Now, after the 
apparition had walked a turn or two about 
the chamber, he took up the ſword, drew it, 
and finding it not ſo clean and bright as it 
| ought, Captain, captain, (ſays he) this ſword 
did not uſe to be kept after this manner when 
it was mine.” After which words he preſent- 
ly diſappeared, 

The captain was not only throughly per- 
ſuaded of what he had thus ſeen and heard, 
but was from that time obſerved to be very 
much affected with it. And the humour, 
which before in him was briſk and jovial, was 
then ſtrangely altered; in ſo much as very 
little meat would paſs down with him at din- 
ner, tho' at the taking leave of their friends, 
there was a very handſome treat provided, 
Tea, it was obſerved, that what the captain 
had thus ſeen and heard, had a more laſting 


influence upon him; and it was judged by 


thoſe who were well acquainted with his con- 
verſation, that the remembrance of this paſ- 
ja e ſtuck cloſe to him, and that thoſe words 
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of his dead friend were frequently founding 


- freſh in his ears, during the remainder of his 


life, which was avout two years, .

A remarkable ſtory of 
Lauder, anno 1649. And of the wiles which 
the devil uſed in deceiving poor creatures. 


N the beginning of the year 1649, a com- 
mon report paſſing up and down in all 
men and womens mouths, of an eminent war- 
lock, whoſe name was Robert Grieve, alias 
Hob Grieve, trafficking 1n theſe parts of the 
country, and deceiving many ſimple people. 
He was at laſt diſcovered, apprehended, and 
impriſoned at the town of Lauder; and after 
long ſhiftings and denial, wherein he had 
learned of his heiliſh maſter to be moſt ſub- 
tile, by the great goodneſs of God, he was at 
lengtly brought to a ſerious acknowledgement 
of his guilt, and confeſſion of his being the 
devil's officer in that country, for warning all 
Satan's vaſſals to come to the meetings where, 
and whenſoever the devil required, for the 
ſpace of eighteen years and more, He ac- 
e., 
years, or thereabout, before, was burnt at Lau- 
der) was the occaſion of his coming into that 
ſnate; for they being poor, and having little 
or nothing to live upon, he began to grudge. 
under that condition, and to complain of his 


d 


lot; which his wife perceiving, deſired him 


nat to be troubled, but ſhewed him, that if

he would follow her counſel, ſhe ſhould ac- 
quaint him with a gentleman who would 
teach him a way how to become rich. To 
which motion he hearkened, and at her de- 
fire went down with her to a haugh on Galla- 
water, near to the Stow, where ſhe tryſt- 
ed the gentleman; and when they had come 
to that place, and tarried a conſiderable ſpace, 
ſeeing nobody, he began to weary, and tell 
her, that he would he gone; but ſhe preſſing 
him to ſtay, and aſſuring him, that the gentle- 
man would not fail her. At length there came 
a great maſtiff, bigger than 'any butcher's 
dog, and very black, running upon him, 
which put him into ſuch a confuſion, and a- 
ſtoniſhment of ſpirit, as that he knew not 
where he was; but his wife laboured to com- 
fort him under that conſterration, aſſuring 
bim, that the gentleman would come preſent- 
ly and perform what he had promiſed him. 
And accordingly, in a ſhort ſpace, the de- 
vil appeared in the ſhape of a black man, and 
fitting his diſcourſe to the man's te mptation, 
made many promiſes to him, That if he would 
become his ſervant and obey him, he would 
teach him ways how to be rich, and how to 
be much made of in all the country; unto 
+ which demand of the devil he acknowledged, 
| that he conſented to, not ſo much for any 
hopes for future riches, as for fear leaſt he 
ſhould inſtantly be devoured by. him, (for he 
ſuſpected in the very mean time it was the de- 
vil) and then he gave him that charge to be 
his officer to warn all to the meetings, (as was 
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.\ faid before) in which charge he continued ©. 
for the ſpace of eighteen years and more, un- 
til he was apprehended. He was moſt inge? 
nuous in his confeſſion, an evidence whereof ©} 
was this, That there was neither man nor | [ 


woman delated him, but were all confeſſors Fil 
when apprehended, and confronted with him, WM 
and died confeſling. One inſtance whereof is 3if 
remarkable, and worthy of obſervation, which is ü 
this. After he had delated many, and as many *! Wi 
of thoſe were apprehended as the priſon © ig 
could conveniently contain, and the keep- 
ers attend, he gave up another woman in 
the town of Lauder, whoſe name the magi- WW 
ſtrates reſolved to conceal for a time, till the * 
priſon ſhould be emptied of ſome of thoſe 
who were already apprehended, and had confeſ- 
ſed; and accordingly ſegrecy was engaged unto. 
But the devil came that fame night unto her, 
and told her, That Hob Grieve had blamed 
her for a witch; but aſſured her, that if ſhe 
would riſe up and go and challenge him for 
it, and never come away till he and ſhe were 
confronted, that then he would deny it.“ ü 
Whereupon ſhe aroſe and came to the priſon- 14 
window, and railed upon Hob Grieve, call- 
ing him Warlock, and Slave to the devil, and 
all evils which her mouth could utter; and 
when deſired to get home by the centinels, 
and alſo by the magiſtrates, ſlie ſat down up- 
on the tolbooth-ſtair, and ſaid, * She ſhould 
never go to her houſe till ſhe and that flave 
of the devil were confronted,” . Whereupon 
the bailie came to the preacher, deſiring Um 
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40 SATAN" 8 INVISIBLE. 


to come and ſpeak to her, to deſire. her to go 
home, for there was none accuſing her, who ac- 
cordingly came, and entreated her, to go home 
but ſhe obſtinately refuſing to go, till ſhe 
ſhould be confronted with that raſcal, who had 
 delated her, an honeſt woman, for a- witch, 
The baile was conſtrained to her deſire, 
Whereupon many being preſent as witneſſes, 
he was conveyed up to the priſon, to the 
| room where Hob Grieve was. And as ſoon 
as ſhe was come in ſight, ſhe fell down upon 
W: her bare knees, and — to ſcold the man, 
1 ot and accuſe him of a lie, in ſpeaking of her 
name. Says ſhe, Thou common thief, how 
dare thou for thy ſoul ſay, that ever before this 
time, thou ſaw me or I ſaw thee, or ever was 
in thy company either alone, or with others.” 
All which language he heard very patiently, 
till he was deſired by the bailie to ſpeak, 
Whereupon he aſked her, How ſhe wine to 
know, that he had delated her for a witch? 
For (ſays he) ſurely none but the devil, thy 
old maſter and mine, has told thee ſo much. 
She replied, The devil and thou periſh to- 
gether, for he is not my maſter, though he 
be thine. I defy the devil and all his works.” 
Whereupon he ſays to her, What needs all 
this din? Does = not know, that theſe ma- 
ny years I have come to thy houſe, and warn- 
ed thee to meetings? and thou and I have 
gone along together.“ And thereaftef he con- 
deſcended to her upon ſeveral places, and ac- 
tions done in theſe places by her and others; 
* To all which, I am, (ſaid he) a witneſs,” By 
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WORLD DISCOVERED: 47 
this ſhe was ſo confounded that immediately 
in preſence of the bailie, the preacher, the 
ſchoolmaſter, and many witneſſes, ſhe cried out, 

« Oh now (fays ſhe) I perceive that the devil 
is a liar, and a murderer from the beginning; 
for this night he came to me, and bid me come 
and abuſe thee, and never come away till I was. 
confronted with thee, and he aſſured me that 
thou would deny all, and ſay, thou falſe tongue 
thou lied.” And having ſaid this, ſhe with many 
tears confeſſed, that it was all truth which he had 
ſaid, and prayed the miniſter, that he would 
entreat God for her poor foul, that ſhe might 
be delivered out of the hands of the devil, Un- 
der this confeſſion ſhe continued even unto the 
day of her death. g | 
Another evidence of ingenuity in him was 
this, That after five or ſix men and women 
whom he had delated, were alſo convinced, and 
had confeſſed their witchcraft, he earneſtly de- 
fired, © That he and them might be taken to 
the church on the Lord's day, to hear the word { 
of God;” which being granted, and they con- 
veyed with a,guard to the church, all of them 
ſat down together before the pulpit. The preach- 
er lectured on theſe words, Mark ix. 21. And 
oft time it hath caſt him into the fire, and into the 
water to deſtroy him, &c. The father of the lu- 
natic child complained to Chriſt, of the devil's 
cruelty toward his ſon. And the preacher brief- 
ly noted that obſervation from the words, 
That whatever the devil did to ſuch as he had 
gotten any power over, his aim and end was al- 
_ ways to deſtroythe poor creature, both ſoul and 
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body.” This truth being ſeriouſly applied, and 
ſpoken home by the preacher to the ſaid Hob 
_ Grieve, and the reſt of the confeſſing Witches 
and Warlocks, they were all immediately ſo 
confounded, that all of them cried out with a 
dreadful and lamentable noiſe, * Alas !. that is 
a moſt ſure truth; Oh, what will become 
of us, poor wretches ? Oh, pray for us.” But 
Hob Grieve eſpecially bare witneſs to that 
ſad truth, by a general declaration, in the face 
ot the congregation, that he had experience of 
the truth thereof. For (ſaid he) there is no 
truſting to his promiſes; for in Muffelburgh- wa- 
ter when I had a heavy criel upon my back, he 
thought to have drowned me there; and lince 
I came into priſon, he did caſt me into the fire 
to deſtroy me, as is well known to the preſent 
preacher, and magiſtrates of the placc and ma- 
ny others; and concluded with an exhortation 
to all, to beware of the devil: © For whatever 
he ſaith or doth, his purpoſe is to deftroy you, 
and that you will find to be the end of his work, 
as we know to our doletul experience this day.“ 
Another evidence of the devil's art in ſtudying 
the deſtruction of the poor creature, was mani- 
feſt, in that ſame place, and year 1649. A cer- 
tain woman in the town of Lauder was blamed 
(not by Hob Grieve, but by ſome other) and for 
2 . time denied. The magiſtrates of the place 
por this cauſe, were loth to middle with her, but 
adjudged to death all the reſt, who had confeſſ- 
ed; and ordained them to be burnt upon. the 
Monday after: ſhe hearing of this, and that ſhe - 
alone was to remain in Priſon, without hopes 
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of eſcape, was prompted by the. devil to make 
up a I in her own boſom, as ſhe ſup- 
poſed might take away her life, and thereupon 
ſent for the miniſter, and made that confeſſion 


of witchcraft which ſhe herſelf had patched up, 


before witneſſes, and in the cloſe ſhe earnetily: 
intreated the magiſtrates, and miniſters, <« Ehat 


the might be burnt with the reſt upon Mondaß 1 


next.” Her confeſſion was, That ſhe had co- 
venanted with the devil, and had become his 
ſervant about twenty years before, when ſhe, 
was but a young laſs, and that he kiſſed her, and 


gave her a name, but lince he had never owned 


her, and that ſhe knew no more of the warks 


of the devil, as ſhe ſhould anſwer to God, but * * 
what ſhe ſaid was true.” But intelligent perſons. 


began to be jealous of the truth of that confeſ. 
ſion, and began to ſuſpect, That out of the 
pride of her heart, in a deſperate way, ſhe had 


made up that confeſſion to deſtroy her life, be- 
cauſe ſhe ſtill preſſed to be cut off with the reſt 
on Monday, Therefore much pains was taken, 
on ber by miniſters and others on Wn 


Sunday and Monday morning, that ſhe e 
reſile from that confeſſion, which was ſuſ⸗ 
pected to be but a temptation of the devil, 


to deſtroy both her ſoul and body, yea, it 


was charged home upon her by the miniſters, 
that there was juſt ground of jealouly, that her 


_ confeſſion was not ſincere, and ſhe was charged 
before the Lord ta declare the truth and not to 


take her blood upon her own head. Yet ſtiffly 


ſhe adhered: to what ſhe had ſaid, and cried al. 9 
ways to be put away with the reſt. Where- 
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upon on Monday morning, being called before 
the judges, and confeſſing before them, what 


ſhe ſaid, ſhe was found guilty, and condemned 


to die with the reſt that ſame day. Being car- 
ried forth to the place of execution, ſhe remain- 
ed ſilent, during the firſt, ſecond an third prayer, 
and then perceiving that there remained no 
more, but to riſe and go to the ſtake, ſhe lift 
up her body, and with a loud voice, cried 
out, Now all you that ſee me this day, know 


that I am now to die as a witch by my own 
_ confeſſion, and I free all men, eſpecially the mi- 
niſters and magiſtrates of the guilt of my blood, 
I take it wholly upon myſelf, my blood be up- 


on my own head. And as I muſt make an- 
ſwer to the God of heaven preſently, I declare, 


I am as free of witchcraft as any child: but be- 


ing delated by a malieious woman, and put in 
priſon under the name of a Witch, diſowned by 
my huſhand and friends, and ſeeing no ground 


of hope of my coming out of priſon, or ever 
coming in credit again, through the temp- 
tation of the devil I made up that confeſſion, 


on put poſe to deſtroy my own life, being weary 


of it, and chuſing rather to die than live, and 
ſioo died. Which lamentable ſtory, as it did then 
| aſtoniſh all the ſpectators, none of which could 


reſtrain themſelves from tears, ſo it may be to 


all a demonſtration of Satan's ſubtilty, whoſe 


deſign is (till to deſtroy all, partly by tempting 
many to preſumption, and ſome others to de- 


ſpair. Theſe things to be of truth, are atteſted 


by an eye and ear witneſs who is yet alive, a 


faithful miniſter of the goſpel, -

A true narrative of the drummer of Ted-worth. ' 
* the year 1661, aboùt the middle of March, 
a 


gentle man named Mr Mompeſſon, in 
the county of Wilts, being at a neighbouring 
town, called Ludgarſhal, and hearing a drum 
beat there, he enquired of the bailie of the town, 


at whoſe houſe he then was, what it meant. 

The bailie told him, That they had been for 
ſome days troubled with an idle drummer, Who 
demanded money of the conftable, by virtue 


of apretended pals, which he thought was coun- 


terfeit. Upon this Mr Mompeſſon ſent for 
the fellow and aſkt him by what authority he 


went up and down the country in this manner 


with his drum. The drummer anſwered, He 


had good authority, and produced his paſs 
with a warrant under the hands of Sir William 
Cowly, and Colonel Ayliff of Creetenham, 


Mr Mompeſſon knowing theſe Gentlemen's 
hands, diſcovered that the paſs and warrant 


were counterfeit, and thereupon commanded 
the vagrant to put off his drum, and charged 


the conſtable to carry him before the next ju- 
ſtice of the peace to be further examined, and 


puniſht. The fellow confeſſed the cheat, and 
begged only to have his drum. Mr Mompel- 
ſon told him, That if he underſtood from Colo- 
nel Ayliff, whoſe drummer he ſaid he was, 
that he had been been an honeſt man, he 
ſhould have it again, put in the mean time he 
would ſecure it. So he left the drum with the

who it ſeems was prevailed on by the fellow's 


intreaties to let him go. 


About the midſt of April following when 


Mt Mompeſſon was preparing for a journey to 
London, the bailie ſent the drum to his houſe. 


When he was returned from that journey, his 


wife told him that they had been much affright- 


ed in the night by thieves, and that the houſe 
had been like to have been broken up. And he 
had not been at home abave three nights, when 


the ſame noiſe was heard, that had diſturbed 
his family in his abſence. It was a very great 
din, and knocking at his doors, and the outſide 


of his houle. Herevpon he got up, and went 


about the houſe with a brace of piſtols in his 

hands. He opened the door where the great 
- knocking was, and then he heard the noiſe at 
another door. He opened that alſo, and went 


out round his houſe, but could diſcover nothing, 
only he heard a ſtrange noiſe, as a thumping and 


drumming on the top of his houſe, which con- 
tinued a great ſpace, and then by degrees went 
off into the air. 


After this the noiſe of thumping and drum- 
ing was very frequent, uſually five nights toge- 


ther, and then it would intermit three. It was 


on the outſides of the houſe, which is moſt of 
it of board. It came conſtantly as they were 
going to ſleep whether early or late. After a 
month's diſturbance without, it came into the 


room where the drum lay, four or five nights 


in ſeven, within half an hour after they were 
in bed continuing almoſt two hours. The ſign

of it juſt before it came was, they ſtill heard an 
hurling in the air over the houſe, and at its going 


off the beating of a drum, like that at the 
breaking up of a guard. It continued in the 


room for the ſpace of two months, which time 


Mr Mompeſſon lay there to obſerve it. In the 
fore part of the night it uſed to be very trouble 
ſome, but after two hours all would be quiet. 
Mrs Mompeſſon being brought to bed, there 
was but little noiſe that niglit ſhe was in travel, 
nor any for three weeks after, till ſhe had re- 
covered ſtrength. But after this civil ceſſation 
it returned in a ruder manner than before, and 


followed and vext the youngelt children, beat. 


ing their bedſteads with that violence, that all 


preſent expected when they would fall in pieces. 


In laying hands on them one ſhould feel no 
blows, but might perceive them to ſhake ex- 


ceedingly. For an hour together it would beat 


on the drum; Roundheads, and cuckolds, and 
tat too, and ſeveral other points of war, as well 
at any drummer could. After this they would 
hear a ſcraping under the children's bed, as by 
ſomething that had iron talons. It would lift 
the children up in their beds, follow them 
from one room to another, and for a while 
haunt none particularly but them. 

There was a cock loft in the houſe, which 
had not been obſerved to have been troubled, 
thither they removed the children, putting chem 
to bed, while it was fair day, where they were 
no Goner laid, but their troubler was with them 
as before. 


On the firſt of November 1662, it kept a 
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mighty noiſe, and a ſervant obſerving two 


* 


boards in the chfldren's room ſeeming to move, 
he bid it give him one of them; upon which 
the board came (nothing moving it that he ſaw) 
within a yard of him. The man added, Nay, 


let me have it in my hand; upon which it was 
ſhut quite home to him; he thruſt it back, and 


it was driven to him again, and ſo up and down 
to and fro, at leaſt twenty times together, till 


Mr Mompeſſon forbad his ſervants ſuch famili- 
arities. This was in the day time, and ſeen by 
a whole roomful of people: that morning it left 


a ſulphurious ſmell hehind it, which was very 


offenſive. At night the miniſter, one Mr Craig, 
and divers of the neighbours came to the houſe 


on a viſit. The miniſter went to prayer with 


them, kneeling at the children's bedſide; dur- 


ing prayer- time, it withdrew into the cock loft, 
but returned as ſoon as prayer was ended, and 
then in ſight of the company the chairs walkt 

about the room of themſelves; the childrens 


ſhoes were hurled over their head, and every 
looſe thing moved about the chamber. At the 


ſame time a bedſtaff was thrown at the miniſter, 
which hit him on the leg, but fo favourably, 
that ſome wool could not have fallen more ſoft- 


ly; and it was obſerved that it ſtopt juſt where 
it lighted, without rolling or ſtirring from the 
place. Mr Mompeſſon perciving that it ſo 
much periecuted the young children, he lodg- 
ed them out at a neighbour's houſe, taking his 
eldeſt daughter, wo was about ten years of age, 
into his own chamber, where it had not been 4 


month before, As ſoon as ſhe was in bed, the 
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drumming and making noiſes; and it was ob- 
ſerved, that it would exactly anſwer in drum-

After this the houſe where the children were 
lodged out happening to be full of ſtrangers WM 
they were taken home, and no diſturbance have = 
ing been known in the parlour, they were lodg- 
ed there, where alſo their perſecutor found them, 
but then only, pluck'd them by the hair and 
night cloaths, without any other difturbance. = 

It was noted, that when the noiſe was loud- 


eſt, no dog about the houſe would move, tho? Fol 
the knocking was oft ſo bojſterous and rade, 
that it had been heard a conſiderable diſtance in BY 
the fields, and awakened the neighbours in the 
village, none of which live very near the houſe, 
The ſervants ſometimes were lift up with their MM 
beds, and then let gently down again; without 


hurt, at other times it would lye like a great Wo. 
weight upon their feet. og 1 
About the latter end of December 1662, the 
drummings were leſs frequent: and then te 8 
heard a noiſe like the gingling of money, occaL- - 
ſioned, as it was thought, by ſomewhat Mr N. 
Mompeſſon's mother had ſpoke the day before * 
to a neighbour, who talk'd of fairies. leaving oth 
money, viz. That ſhe would like it well, if it 1 
would leave ſome money to make amends "Wl 
for their trouble. The night after the ſpeaking » 
of which there was a great gingling of money .. m 
over all the houſe, After this, it deſiſted from "my 
ruder noiſes, and employed itſelf in little ap- 9

mas even, a little before da Wb er the 9675 C 


ariſing out of his bed, was hit on a fore place on 


his heel, with the Jarch of the door, the pin 


that it was faſtened with, was ſo ſmall that 
it was a difficult matter to pick it out. The 
night after Chriſtmas day, it threw the old 
gentlewoman's cloaths about the room, and 
hid her bible among the aſhes. In ſuch filly 
tricks it was frequent. After this it was very 


troubleſome to a ſervant of Mr Mompeſlon's, 


who was a ſtout fellow, and of a ſober conver- 


fation, This man lay within during the greateſt 


diſturbance, and for ſeveral nights, ſomethin 

would endeavour to pluck his cloaths off the 
bed, ſo that he was fain to tug hard to keep 
them on, and ſometimes were pluckt from him 
by force, and his ſhoes thrown at his head. 


And now and then he ſhould find himſelf forci- 
bly held, as if he were bound hand and foot 


bat wheneves he covid make uſe of his ſword, 


and ftruck with it, the ſpirit quitted its hold. A 


little after theſe conteſts a ſon of Sir Thomas 
Bennet, whoſe workman the drummer had 


ſometimes been, came to the houſe, and told 


Mr Mompeſſon ſome words that he had ſpo- 


ken, which it ſeems were not well taken. For 
as ſoon as they were in bed, the drum was beat 
up very violently and loudly ; the gentleman 


aroſe, and called his man to him, who lay with 
Mr Mompeſſon's ſervant, juſt now ſpoken of, 
whoſe name was John. As ſoon as Mr Bennet's 
man was gone, John heard a ruſling noiſe in his 
chamber, and ſomething came to his bedſide, 
as if it had been one in ſilk. The man preſent- 
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ly reached after his ſword, which he found 
held from him, and it was with difficulty and 
much tugging that he got it into his power ; 
which, as ſoon as he had done the ſpirit left 


him; and it was always obſerved, that it ſtill 


avoided a ſword. About the beginning of Janu- 
ary 1663, they were wont to hear a ſinging in 
the chimney, before it came down. And one 
night about this time, lights were ſeen in the 
houſe. One of them came into Mr Mompeſ- 
ſon's chamber, which ſeemed blue and glim- 
mering, and cauſed ſtiffneſs in the eyes of thoſe 
who faw it. After the light, ſomething was 
heard coming up the ſtairs, as if it had been 
one without ſhoes. The light was ſeen alſo 
four or five times in the children's chamber; and 
the maids confidently affirm, the doors were 
at leaſt ten times opened and ſhut in their light, 
and when they were opened they heard a noiſe 
as if half a dozen had entered together. After 
which, ſome were heard to. walk -about the 
room, and one ruſled as if it had been in ſilk. 
The like Mr Mompeſſon himſelf once heard. 
During the time of the knocking, when ma- 


ny were preſent, a gentleman of the company 


ſaid, „Satan, If the drummer ſet thee to work, 
e give three knocks and no more,” which it did 
very diſtinctly and ſtopt. Then the gentleman 


knockt, to ſee if it would anſwer him, as it 


was wont, but it did not. For further trial, he 
bid it for confirmation, If it were the drum- 
mer to give five knocks and no more that 
4 night,” which it did, and left the houſe quiet 
all the night, This was done in the preſence

of Sir Thomas, Chamberlain of Oxfordſhire, 
and divers others. 
On Saturday morning, an hour before day, 


January 10th, a drum was heard beat upon 


the outlides of Mr Mompeſſon's chamber, from 
whence it went to the other end of the houſe, | 
where ſome gentlemen ſtrangers lay, playing 
at their door, and without, four or five levers! 
tunes, and ſo went off into the air. 
The next night, a ſmith in the village, 1 


ing with John the man, they heard a noiſe in 
the room, as if one had been ſhoeing of an 
horſe, and ſomewhat came, as it were with a 


pair of pincers ſnipping at the ſmith's noſe moſt 
part of the night. 


One morning, Mr Mompeſſon riſing early to 
go a journey, heard a great noiſe below, where 
the children lay, and running down with a piſ- 
tol in his hand, he heard a voice crying, A wuch, 
a witch, as they had alſo heard it once before. 


Upon his entrance all was quiet, | 
Having one night-played ſome little trick at 


Mr Mompeſſon's bed's feet, it went into ano- 


ther bed, where one of his daughters lay: there 
it paſſed from ſide to ſide, lifting her up as it 
paſſed under. At that time, there were three 
Einds of noiſes in the bed. They endeavoured 
to thruſt at it with a ſword, but it ſtill ſnifted 


and carefully avoided the thruſt, ſtill gettin 


under the child when they offered at it. The 
night after, it came panting like a dog out of 
breath. Upon which, one took a bed-ſtaff to 


Knock, which was caught out of her hand, and 


thrown away, and company coming up, the 
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room was preſently filled with a bloomy noiſome | J' 
ſmell; and was very hot, though without fire, | 
in a very ſharp ſevete winter night, It continued ä

in the bed panting and ſcratching an hour and 
a half, and then went into the next chamber, 
where it knockt a little, and ſeemed to rattle a 
chain: this it did for two or three nights toge- 
ther. . ; | 
After all this the old gentlewouman's bible was 
found in the aſhes, the paper ſide being down- 
wards, Mr Mompeſſon took it up, and obſerv- 
ed that it lay open at the third chapter of Mark, 
where there is mention of unclean ſpirits falling 
down. before our Saviour, and of his giving 
power to the twelve to caſt out devils, and 
of the ſcribes opinion, that he caſt them out 
thro' Beelzebub. The next night they ſtrewed 
aſhes over the chamber, to ſee what impreſſions 
it would leave. In the morning they found in 
one place, the reſemblance cf a great claw, in 
another of a leſſer, ſome letters in another, which il 
they could make nothing of, beſides many cir- 1 
cles in the aſhes. | d 
About this time (ſays my author) I went to 
the houſe, on purpoſe to enquire the truth of 
thoſe paſſages of which there was ſo loud a re- 
port. It had ceaſed from its drumming, and 
ruder noiſes before I came hither, but moſt of i 
the more remarkable circumſtances before relat- - 
ed, were confirmed to me there by ſeveral of 1 
the neighbours together who had been preſent 
at them. At this time it uſed to haunt the chil- 
dren as foon-as they were laid, They went to 
bed that night I was there, about eight of the

Clock, when a maid ſervant coming down told 
us it was come. The neighbours that were there, 
and two miniſters, who had ſeen and heard di- 
vers times, went away: but Mr Mompeſſon 
and I, and a gentleman that came with me, 
went up; I heard a ſcratching which was very 
. ſtrange, as I went up the ſtatt:, and we came 
> unto the room, I perceived it was juſt behind 
the bolſter of the children's bed, and ſeemed 
co be againſt the tyking. It was as loud a ſcrach- 
ing as one with long nails could make upon a 
bolſter. There were two little modeſt girls in 
the bed between ſeven and eleven years of age, 
as I gueſt; Ifaw their hands without the clothes, 
ſo that they could not contribute to the noiſe, 
that it was behind their heads; they had been 
uſed to it, and had ſtill ſomebody or other in the 
chamber with them; and therefore ſeemed not 
to be much afftrighted; I ſtanding at the bed's 
head, thruſt my hand behind the bolſter, direct- 
ing it to the place whence the noiſe ſeemed to 
5 come; whereupon the noiſe ceaſed there, and 
was heard in another part of the bed: but when 
J had taken out my hand, it returned, and was 
= heard in the fame place as before; I had been 
1 told, that it would imitate noiſes, and made tri- 
al by ſcratching ſeveral times upon the ſheets as 
five, ſeven and ten, which it followed, and {till 
ſtopt at any number; I ſearcht under and be- 
hind the bed, turned up the clothes to the bed- 
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on cords, graſpt the holſter, ſounded the wall be- 

b | Hind and made all ſearch that poſſibly I could to | 

43 find if there were any trick, contrivance, or com- | 
mon cauſe of it, the like did my friend, but we 
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could diſcover nothing. So that I was then ve- 
rily perſuaded, and am ſo ſtill, that the noiſe 
was made by ſome dæmon or ſpirit. After he 
had ſearched about half an hour or more, it went 
into the midſt of the bed under the children, 
and there ſeemed to pant like a dog out of breath 
very loudly; I put my hand upon: the place, 
and felt the bed bearing up againſt it, as if ſome- 
thing within had thruſt it up; I graſpt the fea- 
thers to feel, if any living thing were in them, 
I looked under, and every where about, to ſee 
if there were any dog or cat, or any other crea- 
ture in the room, and ſo we all did, but found 
nothing. The motion it cauſed by this panting, | 
was fo ſtrong that it ſhook the room and win- 
dows very ſenſibly; it continued thus more than 
half an hour, while my friend and ] ſtaid in the 
room, and as long after, as we were told; dur- 
ing the panting I chanced to ſee, as it had been 
ſomething (which I thought was a rat or a mouſe) 
moving in a linen bag, that hung up againſt a- 
nocher bed that was in the room; I ſtept and 
caught it by the upper end with one hand, with 
which I held it, and drew it quite through the 
other, but found nothing at all in it; there was 
no body near to ſhake the bag, or if there had, 
no one could have made ſuch a motion, which 
ſeemed to be from within as if ſome living crea- 
ture had moved in it; my friend and I lay in the 
chamber, where the firſt and chief diſturbance: 
had been; we ſlept well all night, but early be- 
fore day in the morning I was awakened: (and 
I awakened my bed- fellow) by a great knock 
ing juſt without our chamber door; I aſk'd who

was there ſeveral times, but the knacking gil 
continued without anſwer. At laſt, I ſaid, «In 


the name of God, who is it, and what would 


you have?” to which a voice anſwered, © No- 
thing with you.”

came down he aſſured us, “ That no one of 
the houſe lay that way, or had buſineſs there- 


about, and that his ſervants were not up till he 
called them, 
Which they confirmed, and proteſted, that the 
noiſe was not made by them; Mr Mompeſſon

had told us before, „That it would begone in 


the middle of the night, and came again divers 
times early in the morning about four o'clock :”. 
and this I ſuppoſe was about that ſame time. 
There came one morning a light into the chil- 


grens chamber, and a voice, crying, A witch, 


a witch, for at leaſt an hundred times together. 
Mr Mompeſſon at another time (being in the 


day) ſeeing ſome wood move there, as of itſelf, 
diſcharged a piſtol into it, after which they 


found ſeveral drops of blood on the hearth, and 
in divers places of the ſtair: for two or chree 
nights after the diſcharge of the piſtol, there 


was a calm in the houſe, but then it came again, 
applying itſelf to a little child newly taken from 
the nur 


ther, nor ſuffer a candle in the room, but carry 
them away lighted up through the chimney, or 


eaſt them under the bed. It ſo ſcared this child, 


by leaping upon it, that for ſome hours it could 
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* We thinking it had been ſome. 
ſervant of the houſe, went te fleep again: but 


e, which it ſ@ perſecuted, that it would 
not let the poor infant reſt for two nights toge- 
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not be recovered out of the fright: ſo that they 8 
were forced again to put the children out f 
the houſe”? The next night after, ſomething 
about midnight came up the ſtairs, and knock -H 
ed at Mr Mompeſſon's door, but he lying ; 3 
ſtill, it went up another pair. of ſtairs to his il 
man's chamber, to whom it appeared ſtand- = 
ing at his bed's foot. The exact ſhape and 18 
proportion he could not diſcover, but he faith, : 
« He ſaw a great body, with two red glowring | 
or glaring eyes, which for ſome time were 
fixed Readily | upon him, and at length diſap= 
peared.” Another night, ſtrangers being preſent, 
it purred in the childrens bed like a cat; at { 
which time the cloaths and children were lift 
ed up from the bed, and ſix men could not 
keep them down: Hereupon they removed tnge 
children, intending to have ripped the bed; 1 
but they no ſooner laid in another, but the 1 
ſecond bed was more troubled than the firſt, 
it continued thus four hours, and beat the . 
childrens legs againſt the bed-poſts, that the 
were forced to riſe and fit up all night; after 
this it would empty chamber-pots into their ü 
beds, and ſtrew them with aſhes from the | 
hearth, tho they were never ſo carefully watch- | 
ed. It put a long picked iron in Mr Mom- 
peſſon's bed, and into his mother's a naked {1 
knife upright, It would fill porrengers with * 
alhes, throw every thing about the room, and 44 
make a noiſe all day. 14 

About the beginning of April 1663, a 
gentleman that lay in the houſe, had all his 
money turned black in his Pocket. And Mr

MNNMompeſſon coming one morning into his 
ſtable, found his horie he was wont to ride on, 
= lying on the ground, having one of his hinder 
# . legs in his mouth, and ſo faſtened there, that it

After this there were ſome 
other remarkable-things ; but my account goes 
no further. Only Mr Mompeſſon wrote me 
word, That afterwards the houſe was ſeve- 
ral nights beſet with ſeven or eight, in the 
= ſhape of men, who, as ſoon as a gun was

an arbour.

not how (it is ſaid by raiſing ſtorms, and af 
frighting the ſeamen) he made a ſhift to come 


back again. And it is oblervable, That du- 


ring all the time of his reſtraint and abſence, _ 
the houſe was quiet, but as ſoon as ever he 


came back at liberty, the diſturbance returned, 
HA e had been a ſoldier under Cromwel, and 
uſed to talk much of gallant books, which he 
had of an odd fellow who was counted a wiz- 
zard, Upon this occaſion I ſhall here add a 
paſſage, which I had (faith my author) trom 


Mr Mompeſſon, but yet relates to the main

purpoſe. 


The gentleman who was with me at the 
houſe, Mr Hill, being in company with one 


Compton of Somerſetſhire, practiſed phyſic, 


and pretends to ſtrange matters, related to him 
this ſtory of Mr Mompeſſon's diſturbance. The 
phyſieian told him, He was ſure it was no- 
thing but a rendezvous of witches, and that for 


an hundred pounds, he would undertake to rid 


the houſe of all diſturbance,” In purſuit of 


this diſcourſe he talked of many things, and 
having drawn my friend into another room a- 
part from the company, ſaid, * He could make 
him ſenſible he could do ſomething more than. 
ordinary, and aſked him whom he deſired to 
ſee? Mr Hill had no great confidence in his 
talk, whoſe wife was then many miles diſtant 
from them at her home. Upon this Compton 
took up a looking-glaſs that was in the room, 
and letting it down again, bid my friend look 


in it, which he did, and there, as he moſt ſo- 


lemnly and ſeriouſly proteſted, he ſaw the ex-

àct image of his wife, in that habit which ſhe 
then wore, and working at her needle in ſuch 
a part of the room (there repreſented alſo) in 


which, or about which time ſhe really was, as 
he found upon enquiry, when he came to his

The gentleman averred this to me, and he 
is a very ſober, intelligent, and credible perſon. 
Compton had no knowledge of him before, 


and was an utter ſtranger to the perſon of his 
wife. Thus I have written the ſum of Mr 
MMompeſſon's diſturbances, which (faith my au- 


thor) I had partly from his own mouth related 


before divers, who had been witneſſes of all, 
and confirmed his relation, and partly from 
his own letters, from which the order and ſe- 
ries of things is taken. The ſame particulars

5 The devil of Glenluce enlarged with ſeveral re- 


_ markable additions, from an eye and ear witneſs, 
a @ perſon of undoubted honeſty. 


IH S is that famous and notable ſtory of 


the devil of Glenluce, which I publiſhed 
in my Hydroſtatics, anno 1672, and which 
ſince hath been tranſcribed word by word, by 
a learned pen, and publiſhed in a late book, 
intitled, Saduciſmus Triumphatus, whom no- 
thing but the truth thereof, and uſefulneſs for 
refuting Atheiſm, could have perſuaded to 
tranſcribe, The ſubject-· matter then of this 
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ſtory, is a true and ſhort account of the troubles 
wherewith the family of one Gilbert Campbel, 
by profeſſion a weaver, in the old pariſh of 
Glenluce, in Galloway, was exerciſed, I have 
adyentured to publiſh it de.novo in this book, .. 
firſt, Becauſe it was huddled up among pur- 
poſes of another nature. But now I have re- 
duced it to its own proper place. Next, Be- 
cauſe this ſtory is more full, being enlarged 


with new additions, which were not in the for- 


mer, and ends not fo abruptly as the other 
—_-: \, 

It happened, ſays my informer, Gilbert 
Campbel's ton, who was then a ſtudent of phi- 


loſophy in the college of Glaſgow, that after 
one Alexander Agnew, a bold and ſturdy 2 oe 


gar, who-afterwards was hanged at Drumfries 


for blaſphemy, had threatened hurt to the fa- 6 


mily, becauſe he had not gotten ſuch an alms 


as he required. The faid Gilbert Campbel was 


often hindered in the exerciſe of his calling, 
and yet could not know by what means this 
was done, This Agnew, amongſt many blaſ- 
phemous expreſſions, had this. one when he 
was interrogate by the judges, Whether or not 
he thought there was a God? He anſwered, - 

e knew no God but falt, meal and water, 
When the ſtirs began, there was a whiſtling 
heard both within and without the houſe; And 
Janet Campbel going one day to the well, to 
bring home ſome water, was. conveyed with a 
frill whiſtling about her. ears, which made 
her ſay, I would fain hear thee ſpeak as well 
as whiſtle,” Hereupon he ſaid, after a threaten-

ing manner, I' caſt thee, Janet, into the 
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well.” The voice was moſt exactly like the dam- 


ſel's voice, and did reſemble it to the life. The 
.gentlewoman that heard this, and was a wit- 
.  nefs, thought the voice was very near to her 
own ears, and laid, „The whiſtling was ſuch 


as Children uſe to make with their ſmall ſlen- 
der glais whiſtles,” 
About the middle of November, the foul 


| fiend came on with new and extraordinary aſ- 
> favlts, by throwing of ſtones in at the doors and 
windows, and down the chimneyhead, which 


were of great quantity, and thrown with force, 


yet, by God's providence, there was not one 


perſon in the family that was hurt. This did 
neceſſitate Gilbert Campbel to reveal that to 
the miniſter of the pariſh, and to other neigh- 


bours and friends, which hitherto he had ſuf- 
fered ſecretly, Notwithſtanding of this, his 


trouble was enlarged; for not long after, he 


found oftentimes his warp and threads cut, as 
with a pair of ſizzars, and not only fo, but 
their apparel were cut after the ſame manner, 
even while they were wearing them, their 
coats, bonnets, hoſe, ſhoes, but could not diſ- 


cern how, or by what means. Only it pleaſed 


God to preſerve their perſons, that the leaſt 


harm was not done, Yet, in the night-time, 
they had not liberty to Neep, ſomething com- 


ing and pulling their bed-cloaths and linens 


off them, and leaving their bodies naked. Next, 
their cheſts and trunks were opened, and all 
things in them ſtrawed here and there, Like- 
wiſe the parts of their working inſtruments, 
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which had eſcaped, were carried away, and 
hid in holes and bores of the houſe, where 
hardly any could be found again. Nay, what- 
ever piece of cloth, or houſehold-ſtuff, was in 


any part of the houſe, it was carried away, 
and ſo cut and abuſed, that the good man was 
neceſſitate, in all haſte and ſpeed, to remove, 


and tranſport the reſt to a neighbour's houſe, 
and he himſelf compelled to quite the exerciſe 
of his calling, whereby he only maintained his 
family. Yet he reſolved to remain in his houſe 
for a ſeaſon during which time, ſome perſons 


about, not very judicious, counſelled him to 
ſend his children out of the family, here. and 
there, to try whom the trouble did moſt fol- 


low, aſſuring him, that this trouble was not 


againſt the whole famuly, but againſt ſome one 
perſon or other in it, whom he too ' willingly 


obeyed, Yet, for the ſpace of four or five days, 
there were no remarkable aſſaults as before. 


The miniſter hearing thereof, ſhewed him the 


evil of ſuch a courſe, and aſſured him, that, 


if he repented not, and called back his chil- 


dren, he might not expect that his trouble 
would end in a right way. The children that 


were nigh, by being brought home, no trouble 
followed, till one of his fons called Thomas, 


that was fareſt off, came home. Then did the 


devil begin- afreſh ; for upon the Lord's day 
Rowing, in the afternoon, the houſe was ſet 


& 


on fire, but by the help of fome neighbours } 


going home from ſermon, the fire was put 
out, and the houſe ſaved, not much loſs being

vate prayer and faſting, the houſe was again 
ſet on fire upon the Tueſday, about nine 


o'clock- in the morning, vet, by the ſpeedy 
help of neighbours, it was ſaved, little ſkaith 


being done. 


The weaver being thus vexed and wearied 
both day and night, went to the miniſter of 
the pariſh, an honeſt and godly man, deſiring 


him to let his fon Thomas abide with him for 
a time, who condeſcended, but withal aſſuring 
him, that he would find himſelf deceived ; and 


ſo it came to paſs; for notwithſtanding that 
the lad was without the family, yet were they 


+ that remained in it lore troubled both in the 


day- time and night-ſeaſon, ſo that they were 


forced to walk till midnight, and ſometimes 


all the night over, during which time the per- 


ſons within the family ſuffered many loſſes, as 


the cutting of their cloaths, throwing of peets, 


the pulling down of turf and feal from the 


roof, and walls of the houſe, and the ſtealing 
of their cloaths, and the pricking of their 
fleſh and ſkin with pins. 

_ Some miniſters about having conveened at 
the place for a ſolemn humiliation, perſuaded 


Gilbert Campbel to call back his fon Thomas, 


notwithſtanding of whatever hazard might fol- 
low: The boy returning home, affirmed, that 


he heard a voice ſpeak to him, forbidding 


him to enter within the houſe, or in any other 
place where his father's calling was exerciſed ; 


1 yet he entered, but was ſore abuſed, till he 


was forced to return to the miniſter's houſe 
again, | | ;

thee whatſoever fame, any perſon goes under,

After this, the miniſter and the gentlemen as 
roſe, and went to the place whence the voice 


of them were in their beds.” The fout ſpirir 


anſwered, * You lie, God ſhall judge you fot 
your lying and I and my father will come and 


fetch you to hell, with warlock thieves;* and 


ſo the devil diſcharged the gentlemen to ſpeak _ 


any thing, ſaying, © Let him ſpeak that hath 1» 


a commiſſion, (meaning the miniſter) for he is 


the ſervant of God.“ The gentleman returning 
back with the miniſter, fat down near the place, 
whence the voice ſeemed to come, and he open- 
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ing his mouth, ſpake to them after this man- 
ner, The Lord will rebuke this ſpirit in his 
own time, and caſt it out,” The devil anſwer- 
ing, ſaid, „It is written in Mark, Chap. ix. 
that the diſciples could not caſt him out.” 
The miniſter replied, © What the diſciples 
could not do, yet the Lord having hightned 
the parent's faith, for his own glory did caſt 
him out, and ſo ſhall he thee.” - The devil re- 
plied, © It is written in Luke, Chap. iv. that 
he departed and left him for a ſeaſon.” The 
miniſter ſaid, The Lord in the days of his hu- 
miliation, not only got the victory over Satan 
in that aſſault in the wilderneſs, but when he 
came again, his ſucceſs was no better, for it 
is written, John xiv. Behold, the prince of 
this world cometh and hath nothing in me, and 
being now in glory, he will fulfil his promiſe, 


and God ſhall bruiſe Satan under your feet ſhort- 
ly, Rom. xvi.“ The devil anſwered, © It is 


written, Matth. xxv. There were ten virgins, 
five wiſe, and five fooliſh, and when the bride-

fin and folly in us here, yet there is a fountain

for his name's ſake, he will caſt the unclean ſpi- 
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rit out of the land.“ The devil anſwered and 
ſaid; Sir, you ſhould have cited for that place 
of ſcripture, Zech. xiii. and fo he began at the 
firſt verſe, and repeated ſeveral verſes, and 
concluded with theſe words, In that day 1 
will cauſe the prophet and unclean ſpirit, pals 
out of the land ;” but afterwards it is written, 
«I will ſmite the ſhepherd, and the _ ſhall 
be ſcattered.” The miniſter anſwered, and 
faid,. Well are we that our bleſſed ſhepherd 
was fmitten, and thereby hath bruifed thy 
head. And albeit in the hour of his ſufferings - 
his diſciples forſook him, Matth. xxvi. yet 
now having aſcended on high, he fits in glo- | 
ry, and is preſerving, gathering in, and tur- 
ing his hand upon his little ones, and will fave | 
his poor ones in this family from thy malice,” 
The miniſter returning back a little, and ſtand. 
ing upon the floor, the devil faid, © I knew. . ©}! 
not theſe ſcriptures till my father taught me 
them,” Then the. miniſter conjured him to 
tell whence he was. The foul fiend replied, 
« That he was an evil ſpirit come from the -' MF] 
bottomleſs pit of hell, to vex this houſe, and |; 
that Satan was his father.“ And preſently / WH 
there appeared a naked hand, and an arm from WY 
the elbow down, beating upon the floor” till . 
the houſe did ſhake again, and alſo he uttered 
a moſt fearful and loud cry, ſaying, Come 
up, my father, come up. I will ſend my fa- 
ther among you, ſte there he is behind your 
backs“ Then the miniſter ſaid, “ I ſaw in- 
deed a hand, and an arm, when the ſtroak waz 
given and heard,” The devil ſaid to him, 
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* Saw you that? it was not my hand, it was 
my father's; my hand is more blaek in the 
loof.” O (faid Gilbert Campbel) that I may

Alexander Bailie of Dunraged ſays to the mini- 
ſter, let us go ben, and ſee if there be any 
hand to be ſeen. The devil anſwered, “ No, let” 


him come then alone; he is a good honeſt man, 
his ſingle word may be believed.“ About this 


time the devil abuſed Mr Robert Hay, a very 


honeſt gentleman, very ill with his tongue 
calling him witch and warlock. A little after 


the devil cries (it ſeems out of purpoſe and in 
of purpoſe) a witch, a witch, there is a witch 


ſitting upon the ruiſt, take her away; he meant 


"0 hen ſitting upon the balk of the houſe. 


Theſe hinges being palt, all went to prayer 


during u hich time he was ſilent; prayer being 


ended. the devil anſwered and laid, « If the good 
« man's ſon's prayers at the College of Glaſ- 


go, did not prevail with God, my father and I 


had wrought a miſchief here ere now.“ To which 
Alexander Baillie of Dunraged replied, * Well, 
well, J ſee you confeſs there is a God, and 
that prayer prevails with him; and therefore 
we muſt pray to God, and commit the event to 
him.“ To whom the devil rephed, Tea, Sir, 
you ſpeak of prayer with your broad-lipped hat, 
(for the gentleman had lately gotten a hat in 
the faſhion with broad lips) Tl bring a pair 
of ſhears from my father, which will clip the 
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lips of it a little. Whereupon he preſently 
imagined, that he heard and felt a pair of 
ſhears going round about his har, which 
cauſed him lift it to ſee if the foul thief had 
meddled with it. 

During this time ſeveral things, but of leſs 
moment, paſſed, as that he would have Tom 
a merchant, Rob a ſmith, John a miniſter, and 
Hew a lawyer, all which, in ſome meaſure, 
came to pals, As to Janet, the goodman's 
daughter, he cries to her, Janet Campbel, 
Janet Campbel, wilt thou caſt me thy belt.“ 
Quoth ſhe, What a widdy wil“ thou do with 
my belt?* I would fain (fays he) faſten my 
looſe bones cloſe together with it. A younger 


daughter fitting buſking her poppies, as young . * ö 


girls uſe to do, being threatened by the fiend, 
that he would ding out her harns, that is 
brain her. She anſwered, without being con- 
cerned, © No, if God be to the fore;* and ſo 
fell to the work again. The goodwife of the 
houſe having brought out ſome bread, was 
breaking it to give every one of the compa- 
ny a piece. He cries, *Grifel Wyllie, Grifel 
Wyllie, give me a piece of that hard bread, (for 
ſo they call their oat-cakes) I have - gotten no- 
thing this day but a bite from Marrit,” that is 
as they ſpeak in that country Margaret. The 
miniſter ſaid, * Beware of that; for it is a ſa- 
crificing to the devil.” The girl was called for, 
and aſked, If ſhe gave him any hard bread ? 
No, ſays ſhe; but when I was eating my 
due piece this morning, ſomething came and 
clicked it out of my hand,

The evening being now far ſpent, it was 
thought fit, that every one ſhould withdraw 
to his own home. Then did the devil cry 
out fearfully, Let not the miniſter go home, 
I ſhall burn the houſe if he go; and many o- 
ther ways did he threaten.“ After the miniſter 
had gone forth, Gilbert Campbel was very in- 
ſtant with him to tarry, whereupon he return- 
ed, all the reſt going home, When he came 
into the houſe, the devil gave a great gaff of 
laughter, Tou have now, Sir, done my 
bidding.“ Not thine, anſwered the other, 
bur ia obedience to God, have I returned, to 
bear this man company whom thou doſt af- 
_ Ni,” Then did the miniſter call upon God. 
And when prayer was ended, he diſcharged 
the weaver, and all the perſons of the family, to 
ſpeak a word to the devil; and when he ſpake, 
that they ſhould only kneel down and pray to 


God. The devil then roared out mightily, 


and cried out. What, will ye not ſpeak to 
me ? I ſhail ſtrike the bairns, and do all man- 
ner of miſchief.“ But after that time no an- 


ſwer was made to him, and fo for a long time 


no ſpeech was heard. Several times hath he 
beat the children in their beds, and the claps 
of his loof upon their buttocks would have 
been heard, but without, any trouble to them. 
While the miniſter and gentlemen were ſtand- 
ing at the door, ready to go home, the mini- 
ſter's wife and the goodwife were within; then 
cried Satan, * Griſel, put out the candle.“ Says 
ſhe to the miniſter's wife. Shall I do it ? No, 
lays the other; for then you ſhall obey the de- 
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vil. Upon this he cries again with a louder 
ſhout, Put out the candle.” The candle fill 
burns, The third time he cries, „Put out the 
candle,” and no-obedience being given to-him, 
he did fo often reiterate theſe words, and mag- 
nify his voice, that it was aſtoniſhment to hear 
him, which made them ſtop their ears, they 
thinking the ſound was juſt at their ears; at 
laſt the candle was put out. No, lays he, 
I'll trouble you no more this night,” I muſt 
here inſert what I heard from one of the mi- 
niſters of that preſbytery, who, with the ret, 
were appointed to meet at the weaver's houſe 
for prayer, and other exerciſes of that kind. 
When the day came, five only met : But be- 
fore they went in, they ſtood a while inthe 
croft, which lies round about the houſe, 
conſulting what to do. They reſolved upon 
two things, Firſt, there ſhould be no words 
of conjuration uſed, as commanding him, in 
the name of God, to tell whence he was, or 
to depart from the family, for which they 
thought tney had no call from God. Second- 
ly, That when the devil ſpoke, none ſhould 
anſwer him, but hold on in their worſhipping 
of God, and the duties they were called to, 
When all of them had prayed by turns, and 
three of them had ſpoken a word or two 
from the ſcripture, they prayed again, and 
then ended without any diſturbance. When 
thar brother who informed me had gone 
out, one Hugh Niſbet, one of the company, 
came running after him, defiring him to come 
back; for he had begun to whiitle, “ No, ſays 
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mn the other, I tarried as long as God called me, 
| but go in again I will not.” | 
After the ſaid Gilbert ſuffered much loſs, 
and*had many ſad nights, not two nights in 
one week free, and thus it continued till A- 
pril. From April ro July he had ſome reſpite 
and caſe, but after he was moleſted with new aſ- 
faults; even their victuals were ſo abuſed, that 
the family was in hazard of ſtarving ; and that 
which they eat gave them not their ordinary 
ſiatisfaction they were wont to find. 
In this fore and ſad affliction Gilbert Camp- 
bel reſolved to make his addreſs to the ſynod 
of Preſbyters, for advice and counſel what to 
do, which was appointed to conveen in Octo- 
ber 1655, namely, Whether to forſake the 
. Houſe or not? The ſynod, by their - commit- 
tee appointed to meet at Glenluce in February 
1656, thought it fit that a ſolemn humiliation 
ſhould be kept through all the bounds of the 
ſynod; and, amongſt other cauſes, to requeſt God 
in behalf of that afflicted family; which being 
done carefully, the event was, that his trouble 
grew leſs till April, and from April to Auguſt | 
he was altogether free About which time the 
devil began with new aſſaults, and taking the 
ready meat which was in the houſe, did ſome- 
times hide in holes by the door-poſts, and at 
other times hide it under the beds, and ſome- 
times among the bed-cloaths, and under the | 
linens, and at laſt did carry it quite away, till | 
nothing was left there ſave bread and water. of 
This minds me of a ſmall paſſage, as a proof | 
; 
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of what. is ſaid, The goodwife one morning 


making pottage for rhe childrens breakfaſt, 
had the tree - plate wherein the meal lay ſnatch- 
ed from her quickly. «« Well (fays ſhe) let 


me have my plate again.” Whereupon it came 


flying at her, without any ſkaith done. It is 


like, if ſhe had ſought the meal too, ſhe might 


have got it: Such is his civility when he is 
entreated, a imall homage will pleaſe him ere 


he want all After this he exerciſed his ma- 
lice and cruelty againſt all perſons in the fa- 


mily, in wearying them in the night-time, by 
ſtirring and moving thorough the houſe, ſo that 


they had no reſt tor noiſe, which continued 


all the month of Auguſt after this manner. 
After which time the devil grew yet worſe, 


by roaring and terrifying them, by caſting of 


ſtones, by (triking them with ſtaves on their 
bed in the night-time, And upon the 18 th 


of September, about midnight, he cried out 


with a loud voice, I ſhall burn the, houſe.” 


And about three or four nights after, he ſet 


one of the beds on fire, which was ſoon put 


out, without any prejudice, except the bed 
itſelf. 


Thus I have written a ſhort and true ac- 
count of all the material paſſages which oc- _ 


curred, To write every particular, eſpecially 


of leſſer moment, would fill a large volume. 


The good man lived ſeveral years after this in 
the ſame houſe, and it ſeems, by ſome conju- 


ration or other, the devil ſuffered himſelf to 
be put away, and gave the weaver a peace- 
* habitation. This weaver has been a ve-

RELATION XII. 


Anent mother Fackſon her witchcraft. 


"P's ſtory hath as much certainty with 
it as any human ſtory can have. The 
author that writes it is a famous miniſter of 
the goſpel, and atteſted by famous witneſſes. 
This woman was arraigned and condemned at 
Newgate, for bewitching one Mary Glover, a 
merchant's daughter in Thames: ſtreet. One 
doctor Boneraft did inform judge Anderſon, 
then Lord chief juſtiee, that the ſaid mother 


Jackſon was wronged, and that the maid did 


- counterfeit; wherupon the Lord chief juſtice 
gave order to Sir John Crook then recorder of 
London, to make trial of them in his cham- 
ber at the temple. The maid being ſent for, 
came with her mother and divers of the neigh- 
bours; and about an hour after the witch 
Was ſent for, and was brought in diſguiſed like 


2 a country-market woman, with a mufflet hi- 


ding her face, and an old hat, and a ſhort cloak 
ſpattered with mire. When ſhe entered the 
chamber, the maid ſuddenly fell down back- 
ward upon the floor, with her eyes drawn in- 
to her head, her tongue toward her throat, her 
mouth drawn up to her ear, her body became 
ſtiff and ſenſeleſs. Her lips being ſhut cloſs, a 
plain and audible voice came out of her noſtrils, 
ſaying, Hang her, hang her.” Then did the 
recorder cry for a candle, and a ſheet of paper, 
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and held the paper flaming to her hand, till 
her hand did bliſter. The bliſter did break and 

water came out, which dropt down upon the 
floor, the maid lying ſtill and ſenſeleſs as a 
dead body, with the voice coming out of her 
noſtrils, ſaying, < Hang her, hang her.“ Then 
the recorder called for a long pin, which he 

held in the flame of the candle till it was very 
hot, and thruſt the head of it into her noſtrils to 
ſee if that would make her ſneeze, wink, or 
bend her brows, or ſtir her head, which ſhe 
did not, but Jay ſtill as one dead and ſenſeleis. 
Then I told the recorder (ſaid my author) that 
I had often prayed with the maid, and that 
when I did conclude with the Lord's prayer, 
the maid as ſoon as I ſaid ( but deliver us from RY 

evil,” was toſt up, and ſhaken as if a maſtive do N 

8 ſhould take a little cur into his mouth, and ſhake 

him. Then the recorder bad the Witch ſay the 

Lord's prayer, which ſhe did till ſhe came to 

theſe words, „But deliver us from evil,“ 
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w which fhe ſkipt over, and would by no means 

be brought to ſay them. Then they, bade her 

: rehearſe the articles of the Chriſtian faith, which Wii 
ſhe did, till ſhe came to theſe words (our Lord) Wi 
a that Jeſus Chriſt was our Lord. I told the re- 

. corder alſo, that when the maid was in her 

: ſenſeleſs and dead fits, if the witch did but lay 

r her hand upon her, ſhe was toſt and thrown to- 

e wards her. Thereupon the recorder cauſed the 

1 maid to be taken up, and laid upon a bed, and 


cloaths to be laid upon her, eſpecially her head, 0 | 
e becauſe ſhe ſhould not ſee nor hear. Then he WH 
„made ſigns to the women to ſtand round about 
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the bed, and that the witch ſhould ſtand among 
them, and that every one ſhould lay hands up- 


on her ſoftly, which they did, and — maid did 


not ſtir, till the Witch laid hes hand upon her: 
then all the cloaths were thrown off, and the 


maid toſt tou ards her. Whereupon, the recor- 
der, looking upon the Witch, faid, „Lord 


have mercy upon thee woman,” and ſent her to 
Newgate, Then as ſoon as ſhe was gone, the 
voice that came out of the maid's noſtrili ceaſ- 


ed, and ſhe came to herſelf, and went home 


with her mother. 

About three weeks or a month als the 
Witch was condemned, the maid continued e— 
very ſecond day in moſt ſtrange and fearful fits 
and torments. The recorder hearing of it, did 


blame me and all the miniſters of London. And 


told me, That we might all of us be aſha- 
med to ſee a child of God in the claws of the 
devil, without any hopes of deliverance, but 
by ſuch means as God hath n VIZ, 


faſting and prayer.” 


Within few days after, it pleaſed God to 


make me an inſtrument to draw five miniſters, 


and other good Chriſtians together, to ſet a day 


apart, and to join with me in that holy exerciſe, 
wherein we continued from morning till after 


candle lighting. Then on a ſudden, after a 
fearful conflict which did much amaze ſome, 


and cauſed them to cry with a eonfuſed noiſe, 


& Jeſus ſave, Jeſus help,” the maid did ſtart 
out of a wand chair, where ſhe ſat, and with her

den fell down into the chair, as one truly dead, 5

Her father hearing theſe words, wept for joy, | |

her grand-father's words, when he was at the 
ſtake, the fire crackling about him.” Ir ſeems 
he died a martyr in Queen Mary's time. Then 
ſhe kneeled down, and offered a ſweet evening 
facrifice of thanks. and praiſe to God for her 
deliverance till her voice grew weak. Then did 
the miniſter ſpeak to her to forbear, and let one 
of them end the day with thankſgiving. And 
in regard that I (faid the miniſter) had begun 
the day with prayer, the company defired me 
to make an end with thanigiving. This being 
done, care was had of her, to put her to ſome 
g miniſter for a year, leaſt Satan ſhould aſſault 
| her again. And by common confent ſhe was. 
put to me, and I took her home to my own 
houſe, for being my ſervant for that time, and 
her mother and ſiſter, and lodged them at my *? 
houſe, in great Saint Helen's, Which then was 
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my living. This relation was publiſhed in the 
year 1648 by the miniſter, whoſe name is Lewis 
Hughes, and is yet to be ſeen in print.

King Duff the 78 king of Scotland bewitched, 


LT Hough this be well known to all who read 

our Scots hiſtories, yet it will not be a- 
miſs to inſert it here, as in its own place, for 
their ſakes, eſpecially, who have not heard of it. 
While the king was about the ſettling of the 


_ eountry, and puniſhing the troublers of the 


peace, he began to be ſore' afflicted in his body 
with a new and unheard of diſeaſe, no caules 
of his ſickneſs appearing in the leaſt. At length, 
after that ſeveral remedies and cures were made 


uſe of to no purpoſe, a report is ſpread, the au-

Some obſervable paſſages of GOD's providence 
to a godly miniſter in giving bim full clear- 
neſs concerning B40. 2 Graban A of 
witchcraft. 


8 HE Was coptcliendedabour the end of Au- | 
guſt 1649, upon ſome threatning words, 


ſhe had ſpoken in her drunkenneſs to John Ran- 


ken's wife in Kilwinning, whereupon the poor 


woman ten days after took ſickneſs and died, 
ſhe was impriſoned in the ſteeple for thirteen 
weeks, all which time I the miniſter repaired 
to her, but found her ftill more and more ob- 


dured; in all her diſcourſes ſhe was ſo ſubtile, 


that not only I could get no advantage by her 


words, but ſometimes ſhe made me think that 


ſhe was an innocent woman; ſo that Þ was 


much grieved for her hard uſage, if it could 


have been helped, and had my own ſecret 
wiſhes{ ſhe had never been meddled with. Yea, 
if ſhe could have made an eſcape, I being in- 


nocent of it, I could have been glad; for I 


feared much, that all we could get proven on 
her, would not have teen a ſufficient ground for 
the civil magiſtrate to give a warrant for put- 


ting her to an aſſize. Or if they had given 


a Warrant, I feared the aflize would not con- 
demn her, unleſs I had adviſed them there- 
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to, wherein I was not clear, ſo that he cquld 
have been ſet at liberty, and I blamed fof it, 
by reaſon of my not adviſing the aſſize to con- 
demn her. At this nick of time one Alexan- 
der Bogs, ſkilled in ſearching the mark, came, 
being often ſent for, and finds the mark. on the 
middle of her back, wherein he thurſt a great 
braſs-pin, of which ſhe was not ſenſible, nei- 
ther did any blood. follow when the pin was 
drawn out. I looked upon this but as a ſmall 
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evidence in reſpect of what I found after- 
wards, yet this ſomewhar inclined the judges 
to fend the proceſs to Edinburgh, tho* there 


were ſmall hopes of obtaining a commiſſion 


for putting her to an aſlize, my fears de- 


ceived me; for I was informed that a com- 
miſſion was granted, though with difficulty: 


But here my ſtrait was augmented ; for the 


chiefeſt man in the pariſh refuſed to meet, pro- 


feſſing he thought all that was proven on her 


were but clatters, and I was: informed that 
others of the judges did ſay little leſs; howe- 


ver I myſelf could not think her guilty : Yet 
if the aſſize had put her to it, I was not ſo 


clear to adviſe them, by reaſon that the things 
were proven but by one witneſs. . This put 
me to many thoughts and prayers, wherein 1 
did engage mylelf to God, that if he would 
find me out a way for giving me and the aſ- 
ſize full clearneſs, either by her own con- 
feſſion or otherwiſe, I ſhould remark it as a 
ſingular favour, and ſpecial mercy. This re- 
ſolution I did often reiterate, « Lord make me 


| - mindful of 1t.” After a ſhort time, providence 
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brought to light an unexpected preſumption 
of her guiltineſs, which did convince me more, 


than any of the reſt, Upon Wedneſday the 


twenty eight of November in the evening, 
I went to exhort her to a confeſſion, with A- 
lexander Simpſon the kirk-officer, and my own 
ſervant with me, after labouring with her in 
vain, we left her, but when I came to the 
ſtair-head, I reſolved to halt a little to hear 


what ſhe would ſay, within a very ſhort ſpace, ſhe 


begins to diſcourſe as if it had been to ſomebody 


with her, her voice was ſo low, that I could not 


underſtand what ſhe faid, except one ſentence, 
whereby I perceived, ſhe was ſpeaking of ſome- 
what I had been challenging her of, and ſhe 
had denyed ; after ſhe had ſpoken this, after a 


little while I heard another voice ſpeaking and 


whiſpering, as it were confering with her, 


which preſently I apprehended to be the foul 
fiend's voice : but being uncertain, if thoſe 
who were with me had heard it, fo as they 
could give teſtimony concerning it, and not 


daring to aſk them, leaſt ſhe hearing our whif- 


pering ſhould have ſpoken no more, I reſolv- 
ed to ſtand a little longer, ſhe having kept ſi- 
lence a time upon occaſion as I thought of ſome 
little din amongſt us, at our hearing of an un- 
couth voice, ſhe began to ſpeak again, and be- 
fore ſhe had well ended, the other voice ſpeak- 
eth as jt were a long ſentence, which though 
I underſtood not what it was, yet it was ſo low 
and ghoſtly, - that I was certainly perſuaded 
that it was another voice than hers. Beſides 
lier accent and manner of ſpeaking was, as if

By this time fear took hold on Alexander

which ſhe died ſhortly; yet partly more and 


more light brake up, until ſo many preſump- 
tions were proven on her, as the civil magiſtrate 


did judge it equitable to put her to an aſſize. 
Secondly, That Alexander Bogs came and 
found the mark upon her, at that very nick of 
time, when there was an inclination to let her 
go free, which though it did not ſay much, 
yet it was a mean to keep her ſtill in pri- 
ſon.

not do us harm, though he was ſo near unto 
us. Eleventhly, That I heard as much as 
did give full Es that 1t was another voice, 
though I could not get any of the words un- 
derſtood. The Lord thinking it ſufficient to 
looſe me out of the ſtrait, though he would not 
ſatisfy my curioſity. Twelfthly, Though I could 
not get the words underſtood, yet there was as 
much evidence, as made it clearly appear, it 
was another voice than hers, 

As iſt, That we heard twice. And 2dly, 


three of us did ſo think. gdly, That I was in 


courage, and ſo my judgement not jumbled by 
any fearful apprehenſions. - 4thly, That the ac- 
cent and way of her diſcourſe, and in what we 
did underſtand of it, was not after the manner 
how one regrates a thing to himſelf, but of one 
conferring with another. Sthly, That the o- 
ther voice was to my certain hearing of a differ- 
'ent accent from hers, ſo hollow and ghoſtly, 
that it was as eaſy for mg to put a difference be- 
tween them in the mean time, as between the 
voice of a man and the voice of a child. 6thly, 
That to my beſt remembrance the uncouth 


voice began before fhe ended, ſo that two voices 


_were to be heard at once. Laſtly, Alexander 
Simpſon underſtood their language, and after- | 
ward did depone the words judicially.

he may get them. How lerviceable and truſty 
ſoever che devil ſeems to be unto witches, yet 
he cares not to enſnare them at the laſt; for he 
could not but know, that we were waiting on 
to hear him and her; ſo that on purpoſe he 
had entered in diſcourſe with her that ſne might 
be taken in the grin. 

I come to ſome other remarkable paſſages 
concerning Elizabeth Graham betore her — * g 
giving evidence that ſhe was moſt guilty of 5 
witchcraft, though ſhe died obſtinate, and 
would not confels. Upon Saturday night, No- 
vember x 3th, ſhe ſeemed to incline to a confeſ- 
ſion, and promiſed to Willliam Watt to tell me 
to morrow after ſermon all that was in her heart. 
At which time, I had none with me, but Wil- 
liam Watt. When I ſpoke with her, ſhe re- 
grated her miſpent time, but eſpecially her ma- 
lice towards myſelf, which ſhe afirmed the 
devil tempted her to. All which time ſhe ſpake 
with a very low voice, that although I Jefired 
her to {peak out, we could ſcarce hear her. 
Whereupon I enquired the reaſon why ſhe 
was not able to ſpeak louder? She replied, 
ox That when ſhe ſet herſelf to ſpeak any thing 
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that was for her ſoul's good, ſhe dought not 
get ſpoken,” Theſe were her words, “ But if 

would ſcold and flyte, as ſhe uſed: to do, the 
devil would give her ſtrength enough to ipeak 
as loud as ever ſhe did;” Within a little I po- 
ſed her if ſhe was guilty of witchcraft? She 
ſtared with her eyes by me, firſt to the ore 


ſide, and then to the other; at which time, I 
think certainly that ſhe ſaw the devil: For im- 


_mediately after, ſhe began to rail upon me, 


although ſhe had confeſſed her malice at me, 
was partly the cauſe of her greateſt grief, and 
{till as ſhe went on in railing; her voice became 
{ſtronger and ſtronger, till at laſt, the {ſpoke as 
loud as ever ſhe did. 

Upon Monday before noon, ſhe was moſt 


bitter in the language. I poſed her, What 


grounds of confidence ſhe had, if it would be 


eu with her ſoul? She W &« She had 
no grounds yet; for ſhe had lived a wicked 
Woman, and had not yet repented ; but ſhe 


hoped, ſhe would get heaven, and get repen- 
tance, , and a change would be wrought in 


her; and though ſhe was to live but a ſhort 


while, ſhe was ſure of it, and that I would ſoon 


fee it.“ I thought, in the mean time, ſhe had 


ſpoken that in her rage. But after, I per- 
ceived the devil and ſhe had a further deſign 
in it, as appears by what follows. That ſame 
day afternoon, they came, and told me, that 
ſhe had fallen to pray, and had many gra- 


cious words, expreſſing her own vileneis, and 


the ſenſe ſhe had of God's mercy, and with 
tears; in which {train ſhe continued till after 


"utter 
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ſupper. I came. then to ſee her, at which time 


ſhe was continuing ſtill as before, aggrava- 


ting her fin and guilt, and ſhewing her hopes 


of ſalvation, and deſire to die. And all along 
ſhe had ſuch pithy expreſſions, and ſcripture 
ſo often, and plentifully cited, that I was put 
to wonder, conſidering, that I ever had found 
her altogether ignorant of the grounds of re- 
ligion, both before and after ſhe was put in- 
to priſon. 
After I had wondered at it a while, without 
ſpeaking to her, conſidering what ſhe had fore- 
told ſo confidently before noon, I concluded 


in my own mind, that it was a draught between 


the devil and her, to feign repentance in ſuch 


an odd way, that we might be deceived ; be- 


ing made to think, that ſhe was not a, witeli, 


elſe ſhe would confeſs i it, ſeeing God, had 81. 


ven her repentance. 


Whereupon ſeriouſly ee the mattef * 


I poſed her of guiltineſs, ſhe confeſſed all the 
particulars of the proceſs, which did not cer- 
tainly conclude her to be a witch; but the 
reſt of the particulars ſhe denied, as alſo the 
crime of witchcraft itſelf, However ſhe ſaid, 


« She knew ſhe would die, and deſired not to 


live; and ſhe thought we would be free before 


God of her blgod, becauſe that, however ſhe was

free,” Yet there were ſo many things deponed 
again{k her, that tho' it was hard for us to think 
otherwiſe of ber than we did, yet ſhe knew 


well enough her own mnocence. Thus I have 
written all theſe particulars, as J found them. 
in the authentic record, written by the mini- 
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ſter's own hand. She was ſoon after execu- 


ted, and died without any acknowledgement 
of witchcraft,

Anent the apparition of Sir "ES Pilliers. 


8 few days before the Duke of Bucking- 


ham went to Portſmouth, where he was 


ſtabbed by Felton, the ghoſt of his father, Sir 


George Villiers, appeared to one Parker, a re- 
ligious and ſober man, who had been a ſervant 
to the ſaid Sir George, but now a ſervant. to 


the Duke his ſon, he appeared to him, I ſay, in 


his N chamber-gown, and charged him 
to tell his fon, that he ſhould decline that em- 


| ployment and deſign he was going upon, or 


elſe he would certainly be murdered. Parker 


promiſed to the apparition to doit. The Duke 


making preparation for his expedition, the ap- 
arition came again to Parker, taxing him ve-

gown) will be his death.“ This meſſage Par- 
ker alſo delivered the next day to the Duke, 
who, when he heard the private token, be- 
lieved he had it from his father's ghoſt. Let, 
ſaid he, that his honour was now at ſtake, 
and he could not go back from what he had | 
_ undertaken, come life come death. This paſ- 
ſage Parker, after the Duke's murder, com- 
municated to his fellow- ſervant Henry Celey, 
who told it to a reverend divine, a neighbour of 
mine, (ſays my author) from whoſe mouth 1 
have it. This Henry Celey has not been dead 
above twenty years; and his habitation, for ſe- 
veral years before his death, was at North Cur- 
rie, but three miles from this place. My friend 
the Divine aforeſaid, was an intimate acquaint- 
ance of this Henry Celey's, and aſſures me he 
was a perſon of known truth and integrity. 


RELATION XVII. 
Anent Hattaraick an old Warlock, 


# 5 HIS man's name was Sandie Hunter, 

who called himſelf Sandie Hamilton, and, 
it ſeems, was called Hattaraick by the devil, 
and fo by others, as a nick-name, He was 

firſt a nolt-herd in Eaſt Lothian to a gentle= bi 
man there, He was much given to charm «. 
ing, and curing of men and beaſts by words 
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and ſpells, His charms ſometimes ſucceeded, 
ſometimes not, On a day herding his kine 
upon a hill- ſide in the ſummer-time, the devil 
came to him in the form of a mediciner, and 
faid, „ Sandie, you have too long followed 
my trade, and never acknowledged me for 
your-· maſter; you mult now take on with me, 


and be my ſervant, and I will make you more 


perfect in your calling.” Whereupon the man 
gave up himſelf to the devil, and received his 
mark, with this new name. After this he grew 
very famous thro* the country, for his charm- 

ing, and curing of diſeaſes in men and beaſts, 
and rurned a vagrant fellow, like a jockie, 
gaining meal and fleſh, and money by his 


_ charms; ſuch was the ignorance of many at 


that time. Whatever houſe he came to, none 
durſt refuſe Hattaraick an alms, rather for his 
ill, than his good. One day he came to the yait 
of Samuelſton, when ſome friends after dinner 
were going to horſe. A young gentleman, bro- 


ther to the lady ſeeing him, ſwitcht him about 
the ears, ſaying, You warlock cairle, what 


have you to do here?“ whereupon the fellow 
goes away grumbling, and was overheard lay, 
% You ſhall dear buy this ere it be long.“ This 
was damnum minatum. The young gentleman 


conveyed his friends a far way off, and came 
home that way again, where he ſupp'd. After 


ſupper taking his horſe, and croſſing Tyne wa- 
ter to go home, he rides throw a ſhady piece of 


a haugh, commonly called Allers, and the even- 


ing being ſome what dark, he met with ſome 
Perſons there that begat a dreadful conſternati- | 
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on in him, which for the moſt part, he would 
never reveal. This was malum ſecutum. When 
he came home, the ſervants oblerved terror and 
fear in his countenance. -The next day he be- 
came diſtracted and was bound for ſeveral days. 
His ſiſter the Lady Samueltuwn hearing of it, 
was heard ſay, © Surely that knave Hattaraick, 
is the cauſe of his trouble, call for him in all 
haſte.” When he had come to her, . Sandie, ſays 
ſhe, what is this you have done to my brother 
William?“ “ told him, ſays he, I ſhould make 
him repent his ſtriking of me at the yait lately. 
She giving the rogue fair words, and promiſing 
him his pock full of meal, with beef and cheeſe, 
perſuaded the fellow to cure him again. He un- 
dertook the buſineſs, * but I muſt firſt, fays he, 
have one of his farks,” which was ſoon gotten, 
What pranks he plaid with it cannot be known, 
But within a ſhort while the gentleman recover- 
ed his health. When Hattaraick came to receive 
his wages, he told the Lady, «+ Your pate” 
William ſhall quickly go off the country, but 
ſhall never return.” She, knowing the fellow's 
propheſies to hold true, cauſed her brother to 
make a diſpoſition to her of all his anemia 
to the defrauding of his younger brother Georg 
After that this warlock had abuſed the coun- 
try for a long time, he was at laſt apprehend- 
ed at Dunbar, and brought into Edinburgh, 
and burnt upon the Caſtle hill. ; 

I have inſert this ſtory, which I had from the 
gentleman's own brother, a thing well known 
at that time thro” the country, not ſo much for 
any Aber in . as that it may be an occaſion 
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to me to ſpeak a little of charms. The word 
charm or incantation comes from the Latin 
word carmen, ſignifying a verſe, becauſe the 


Roman foothſayers gave their charms in verſe. 
It is only a ſtrange compoſure of words to 


blind the underſtanding of people, pretending . 


by virtue of wards great matters may be 
brought to paſs. But words of themſelves, 
either ſpoken or written, (as theſe charms) have 
no force to bring any thing to paſs. It is only 


the power ef almighty God. Charming is 
much practiſed by the Pope, and the Romiſh 
church. Their whole forms of religion, both 


in private and in public conſiſting of charms of 
all ſorts. Pope Leo had a charm, which he 
ſaid he had from an angel, who taught him 
that whoſoever carried that charm in writ about 
him, and ſaid every day three Pater Noſters, 
three Aves, and one Creed, ſhall not that day 


be conquered of his enemies, nor be in other 
danger ghoſtly or bodily, but ſhall be protected 
by theſe holy names of Jeſus Chriſt, written 


with the four Evangeliſts, and croſſes between 
them, as + Jeſus + Chriſtus + Meſſias + Soter 
+ Emmanuel, &c. It 1s ſtill a common prac- 


tice among the Papiſts, to carry charms about 


them, to make them ſhot-free when they go 
to war; as alſo hath been found by experience 
in the late Iriſh wars, many of the idolatrous 


Iriſh being found with charms in their pockets, - 


compoſed by the Popiſh clergy. They make 
their holy water by a charm or conjuration, 
thus, „I conjure thee, thou creature of wa- 


ter, in the name of the Father, Son, and Ho- 
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ly Ghoſt. that thou drive the devil out of every 
corner of this church and altar; ſo that he re- 
main not within our precincts, which are juſt 

and holy, This is uſed in the dedication of their 

churches. Thus by holy water they not only 
conjure the devil from their churches, but from 
dwelling-houſes, from meat and drink, from 
ſalt upon the table. They dedicate their bells 
in ſteeples, Which have power to clear the air 
from devils, It is likewiſe a fort of charm 
Which many witches have, namely, to cut the 
rowan tree berween the two Beltan days, If 
any man or woman, horſe, or cow, ſhall have 
a piece thereof upon them, no devils or fairy 
ſhall have power to meddle with them. An old 
woman whom I read of, uſed this charm, 
when ſhe went to bed. . |

2. he Apparition of the gboſt of Mrs Bretton. , 


Octor Bretton late rector of Ludgate, at 
Deptford, lived formerly in Herefordſhire, 
and married the daughter of doctor Santer. 
This gentle woman was a perſon of extraordina- 
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ry piety, which ſhe expreſſed, as in her life, fo 
at her death, She had a maid that ſhe had a 
great kindneſs for ; who was married to a near 
neighbour, whoſe name, as I remember, was 
Alice. Not long after her death, as Alice 
was rocking her child in the evening, ſhe 
was called from the cradle by. one knocking 
at the door, Which being opened, ſhe was ſur- 
priſed at the ſight of a gentle woman, not to be 
Aaiſtinguiſhed from her late miſtreſs, neither in 
perſon nor habit. She was in a morning gown, 
the fame in appearance with that ſhe had often 
1 ſeen her miſtreſs wear. At firſt ſight ſhe expreſſed 
very great amazement, and ſaid. Were not my 
miſtreſs dead, I ſhould not queſtion but you 
are ſhe.” She replied, «I am the ſame that was 
pour miſtreſs,” and took her by the hand, 
J: which Alice affirmed was cold as a ſtone.

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Immediately Alice in all haſte runs home, be- 
ing thoughtful for her child, but found it, as 
the appparition had ſaid, aſleep, as ſhe left it. 
When ſhe had dreſſed it and committed it to the 
care of a neighbour, away ſhe went to her maſ- 
ter the doctor, who amuſed at the account ſhe

Touching an Apothecary s ſervant that return- 
ed to the ſhop, after he had been dead. 


"His is a known paſſage, which happened 
in the year 1659, at. Croſſen in Sileſa; 


this is a part in Germany, which long ſince was 


under the Polonians, but is now ſubject to the 
crown of Bohemia the chief. magiſtrate of 
that town at the time was the princeſs Eliſabeth 
Charlotta, a perſon famous in her generation. 
In the ſpring of the aforeſaid year, one Chriſto- 
r Monig a native of Serbeſt, a town belong 
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ing to the princeſs of Anhalt, ſervant to an Apo- 
thecary, died and was buried with the uſual ce- 
remonies of the Lutheran Church; a few days 
after his deceaſe, a ſhape exactly like him in 
face, cloaths, ſtarure, mein, &c. appeared in 
the Apothecary's ſhop, where he would ſet 
himſelf down, and walk ſometimes, and take 
boxes, pots, and glaſſes from the ſhelves, and 
ſet them again in other places, and ſometimes 
try and examine the goodneſs of the medicines, 
weigh them in a pair of ſcales, pound the drugs. 
with a mighty noiſe in the mortar ; nay, ſerve. 
the people that came with their bills to the ſhop, 
take their money, and lay it ſafe up in the coun- 
ter. In a word, do all things that a journey- 
man in ſuch caſes uſes to-do; he looked ve 
ghoſtly upon theſe that had been his fellow ſer- 
vants, who were afraid to ſay any thing to him; 
and his maſter being ſick at that time of the 
gout, he was often very troubleſome to him, 
would take the bills that were brought to him 
out of his hand, ſnatch away the candle ſome- 
times, and put it behind the ſtove, At laſt, he 
took a cloak that hung in the ſhop, put it on, 
and walked abroad, but minding no body in 
the ſtreets, he entered into forge of the citizens 
houſes, and thruſt himſelf into their company, 
eſpecially of ſuch as he had formerly known; yet 
ſaluted no body, nor ſpoke to any one, but to a 
maid ſervant, whom he met with hard by the 
church - yard, and deſired her to go home to his 
maſter's: houſe and dig in a ground chamber, 
where ſhe would find ineſtimable treaſure: but 
the maid amazed at the ſight of him ſwooned,

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whereupon he lift her up, but left ſuch a mark 
upon her fleſh with lifting her, that it was to 
be ſeen for ſome time after; the maid having 
recovered herſelf, went home, but fell deſſ 


rately ſick upon it, and in her ſickneſs diſcover- 


ed what Monig had faid to her, and according- 
ly they digged in the place ſhe had named, but 
found nothing but one old decayed pot with 


an Hemarites, or blood - ſtone in it. The prin- 
cCeſs hereupon cauſed the young man's body to 


be digged up, which they found putrified wich 


-urulent matter flowing from it: and the maſ- 
ter being adviſed to remove the young man's 


„ linens, clothes, and things he left be- 


hind him, when he died out of the houſe, the 
ſpirit thereu . left the houſe, and was ſeen no 


more. this ſome people now living will 

give delt oath upon, who very well remember 
they ſaw him after his deceaſe, and the thing 
being ſo notorious, there was inſtituted a pub- 
lic diſputation about it in the acadamy of Leip- 
fick, by Henry Couradus, who diſputed for

it uttered was, © Ceaſe from man whoſe breath 
is in his noſtrils, for wherein is he to be ac- 


counted? The deſign which he diſcerned, that 
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it did aim at was this, to take him off from 
coming to the church (where he had been that 
day) and from hearing the word of God. It 
ſuggeſted ſeveral other ſcriptures, in order to 
the perſuading him to a compliance with the 
Quakers, and told him, < That it would ftrive 


with him as the angel did with Jacob.” Upon 


Wedneſday at night, he was peremptory in his 
reſiſting of it. When it began to ſolicit hien, 
he replied, That he ſaw it was a ſpirit of delu- 
fion, which he would not obey. Upon which 
the ſpirit pronounced theſe words, „GO ye 
curſed into everlaſting fire; and ſa left him 
with a very great heat in his bod. 


After this he was in his own apprehenſion in 


a very comfortable condition; andw hile he was 
conſidering what had happened, a voice with- 


in him ſpake to him, ſaying, That the ſpi- 
rit that was before upon him, was a ſpirit 


of deluſion, but now the true Spirit of God 
was come unto him, Now Satan is turned 
into an angel of light, It acquainted him 


that the doctrine of the Trinity was true, and 


that God had an elect people, and that thoſe 
whom the Father had elected, the Son had re- 
deemed, and whom Chriſt redeemed, the 
Holy Ghoſt ſanctifieth. And told him, That 
the miniſter of the town would further inſtru& 
him about the truth of theſe things. Upon 
Thurſday morning about break of day, it ſet 
him upon his knees, as he was in bed, and bid 
him farewel. e ä 
The ſame day it came upon him in the fields, 
as he was going to, and coming from the mar- 
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| ket, and preſſed upon him to believe, That it 
was the good ſpirit which he was acted with, 
which he till doubted of. One night that week 
amongſt many arguments, which it uſed to that 
purpoſe, it told him, © If he would not believe 
without a ſign he might have what he would. 
Upon that Robert Churchman deſired, „If it 
was a good ſpirit, that a wire candleſtick which 
ſtood upon the ae might be turned into 
brass, which the ſpirit ſaid he would do. Pre- 
ſently there was a very unſavoury ſmell in the 
room, like that of the ſnuff of a candle newly 
put out; but nothing elſe was done towards 
the fulfilling of the promiſe. 

Upon the Lord's day following; he being at 
church, it came upon him. When the chapters 
were named, he turned to them in his Bible, 
but was not able to read. When the pfalms 

Was ſung, he could not pronounce a ſyllable. 

Upon monday morning his ſpeech was wholly 
taken from him. When I came to him, and 
aſked him how it was with him? He moved 
his head towards me, but was not able to ſpeak. 

I waited an hour or two in the room, hoping 

that his ſpeech might have returned unto him, 
and that I might have gained from him ſome 
Account of his condition, But finding no alter- 
ation, I deſired thoſe who were preſent to join 
with me in prayer. As we were praying, his 
body with much violence was thrown out of 
the bed, and then with great vehemency he 

called me to hold my tongue, when prayer was 

done, his tongue was bound as before, till at 
ſt he brake forth into theſe words. Thine is 
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the kingdom, thine is the kingdom,” which he 


repeated above a hundred times. Sometimes 
he was forced into extreme laughter, ſome- 
times into ſinging. His hands were uſually 
employed in beating his breaſt. All of us 
(there preſent) who ſtood by, could diſcern un- 
uſual heaving in his body. This diſtemper did 
continue towards the morning of the next day; 
and the voice within him ſignifying to him, 
that it would leave him, bidding him to get 
upon his knees in order to that end, which 
he did, and preſently he had a perfect com- 
mand of himſelf. | 


When I came to him, he gave me a ſober 
account of all the paſſages of the day before, ha- 


ving a diſtinct remembrance of what the ſpirit 
forced him to do, and what was ſpoken to him 
by theſe who ſtood by. In particular, he told 


me, he was compelled to give me that diſtur- 
bance in prayer, which before I mentioned, 


the ſpirit uſing his limbs and tongue as it 
pleaſed, contrary to the inclination of his own 
thought and mind. j | 
Upon the Thurſday following the ſpirit be- 
gan to rage after its former manner, as I was 
praying with him, It was very diſcernable how it 
wrought upon his body, forced him to grate his 
teeth, and draw his mouth awry. He told me, af- 
ter I had done, that it bid him denounce woe a- 
gainſt me. It pleaſed God, upon continuance in 
prayer with me, to releaſe him out of his trouble, 
and fo far make it advantageous to him and 
his wife, and ſome others, who were ſo much 


biaſſed with the principles of the Quakers,  .

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that now they have a perfect diſſike of that 
way, and do diligently attend upon the pu- 
blic ſervice of God' in the pariſh- church,

RE LATION XXI. 
Touching Iſabel Heriot. 


1 > Gan woman was born at Peaſton, in the 
4 1 pariſh of Ormiſton, and was for ſeveral 
years a very uſeful ſervant to the miniſter 
there, for all manner of out-houſe work. She 
Was of a low ſtature, ſmall and ſlender of bo- 
dp, of a black complexion, her head ſtood ſome- 
what awry upon her neck; ſhe was of a droll- 
ing and jeering humour, and would have ſpo- 
ken to perſons of honour with great confidence, 
= After ſeveral years ſervice, the miniſter be- 
gan to diſlike her, eſpecially upon the account 
of her not profiting in the knowlege of God, 
ſhe having ſo much opportunity and occaſion 
to know and learn: therefore ſhe was put a- 
way, and went to other ſervice, for a long 
time; after which ſhe returned to Ormiſton- 
town, and was ſometimes haunting the mini- 
ſter's houſe, but without his knowledge, She 
took ſickneſs about the beginning of- winter 
1680; and about the time 'of her death, her 
face became extremely black. Within three 
or four nights after ſhe was buried, one Iſabel 
Murray, relict of William Craig the kirk- of- 
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'ficer, ſaw her apparition about twelve o'clock 
at night, and her white robes upon her, ſuch 
as ſhe was put into her coffin with, walking 
from the chapel towards the miniſter's loup- 
ing-on ſtone, where, according to her cuſtom 
when ſhe was alive, ſhe halted a little while 
with her elbow leaning upon it. After this 
' ſhe obſerved her to walk in at the miniſter's 
back-yait towards the ftable. We have only 
the bare teſtimony of this one woman for it. 
Within ſome few nights after, there was a 
throwing of ſtones over the miniſter's houſe, 
and ſome thrown at the hall-door and win- 
dows; the ſtones were found in the cloſs next 
morning, when they lighted, they fell ſoftly for 


the moſt part, The miniſter coming in one 


night (againſt whom the devil's malice chiefly 
was) at the back door, and ſhutting it after 
him, had a grear ſtone caſt after him, which 
hit the door very ſmartly, and left a mark and 
impreſſion behind it; this the did, or rather 
the devil in imitation of a prank ſhe had plaid, 
while alive: for the miniſter having cauſed 


the other ſervants thurſt her out at the ſame | 


door, ſhe threw a great ſtone at it with vio- 
lence out of wrath and anger. The foreſaid 


Iſabel Murray coming out of the miniſter's ' . 


houſe one night, or going into it, was hit ve- 
ry ſharply with a ſtone upon her back, The 
ſervant-man that, keeped the horſes, after he 
had been at his devotion, and was going in- 
to his bed in the ſtable, was by ſomewhat 
gripped by the heel, to his great amazement; * 
he giving a great and loud cry, the miſtreſs of 
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the family and others came into the ſtable, and 
found the lad under a great affrightment : 
this night ſeveral clods and ſtones were thrown, 
but no perſon touched. One thing was re- 
markable, That an old horſe-comb which had 
been wanting for ſeveral years, was thrown at 
the lad's bed-ſtead with great violence, yet 
wronged no body. The horſes would have 
been found the next morning ſtanding and 
lying diſorderly, and ſometimes all in a great

| While this ſervant-man had been dreſſing 
the garden, he hath found ſeveral ſtones 
thrown at him, but was never touched fave by 


one, which hit him very favourably, the houſe | 


was ſometimes troubled within with ſome ſmall 
noiſe and din, * . 

One time there was a burning coal thrown 
under one of the beds. One of the family up- 
on a night had his night- cap taken off his 
head in the bed, and found the next morning 
full of cinders and aſhes, lying under the 
chimney. If the devil could have done more, 
ſurely he would have done it. This is the 
moſt part of the trouble which the family met 
with, which continued for eight or nine weeks, 
not every night, but now and then; during 
which time frequent and fervent prayers were 
ſent up to God by thoſe of the family, and o- 
thers out of it, which wanted not ſucceſs. 
There was much talking of this ghoſt, and 
things ſpoken raſhly, and ſome out of malice 
did invent lies and untruths. One jeering, 
laid, Now let the miniſter and his brethren,

with- all their prayers drive away the devil.” 
It is very remarkable, that after that time there 
was no more trouble found abour the family. 
For what follows, we have only the ſimple 
word of the foreſaid Iſabel Murray, who com- 
ing home from the church between ſermons 
to the town of Ormiſton. to viſit her houſe and 
kail-yard, for fear of vagrant cows coming 0- 
ver the dyke; and going down her yard, ſhe 
ſaw in the miniſter's yard, being next adjacent, 
the apparition of Iſabel Herior, in that very ha- 
bit ſhe was laid in her coffin with. Never was an 
egg liker to another than this apparation was like 
to her face, her ſtature, her motion, her tongue 
and behaviour; As like was the devil to her, as 


Apollo was to old Butes, whom Virgil excellent- 
ly deſcribes in the ninth book of his Eneids, 


bringing him down from heaven to Wait up- 
on Aſcanius. 


Aſcaniumque petit, forma tum vertitur oris 
Antiquum in Buten — Ibat Apollo 

Omma longaevo fimilis, Tocemque coloremgue 
Et crinis albos & ſaeva ſonautibus arma. 


Apollo went, and from the heaven deſcends, 
And in old Butes form, to Aſcanius bends, 
In all points, like the old man ſtill he went, 
Whom then to wait on's ſon, Eneas ſent. 
Such his white hair, complexion and his voice, 


And dreadful arms, rattling with mighty noiſe. 


Her noe: ſaid the woman, was black like the 
mounting foot, (one of her own expreſſions) the 
very colour which her face had when fac died, 
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She ſaw her walking under the fruit: trees, and 


over the beds where the feeds had been ſown, 


bowing her body downward, as if ſhe had 
been ſeeking ſomewhat off the ground, ſay- 


ing to herſelf, «+ A ſtane, a ſtane!” for fo ſhe

Anent a magician at Antwerp. 


R Tindal, the firſt tranſlator of the Bible 
into Engliſh after the reformation, be- 

ing at Antwerp, whilſt the perſecution was hot 
in England againſt the truth, he was ſhewed 
by ſome Engliſh merchants there, of a notable 
magician in that place, whoſe uſe was at feaſts, 
or when they uſed to meet at ſupper, to bring 
to the table whatever wines or delicious fruit 
the company would deſire, and ſet preſently 
before them, with other amazing proofs of the 
power of the devil. Mr Tindal perceiving what 
a ſnare this might be to ſome, deſired, that 


when they met together with him, he might 


be preſent, without being known what he 
was. After they were met and at table, this 
wretched magician, after his manner, began to 
his black art; but it would not do with 
him. For whilſt he had wearied himſelf in ob- 
ſerving his ſpells, charms and incantations; and 
what the fartheſt that helliſh ſkill and power 
could do, to ſatisfy the company, he was at laſt 
enforced to that confeſſion before them all, which 
he ſpake with great wrath and anger,“ That there 
was one in the company that hindred his work, 
by reaſon of whom he could get nothing done 
at that time.“ 5 | 
I may add to this a ſtrange providence of 


God, Mr John Craig, that was à miniſter to 
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Kiug James here in Scotland, being, when he 
was a young man, apprehended at Rome, for

in priſon. In the mean time Paul the IV. dies. 
The Banditti that night broke up all the pri- 
ſon doors, and ſet at liberty all the priſoners. 


Mr John Craig eſcapes, with an intention to 
go to Bononia. But fearing hurt there, he ſet 


his mind towards Milan. When he had tra- 
velled ſome days, declining the highways. out 
of fear, he came into a foreſt, a wild and de- 


ſert place, and, being fore wearied, lay down 
among ſome buſhes, at the ſide of a little ri- 
ver, to refreſh himſelf; he lay there penſive 


and full of thought: for neither knew he in 


what place he was, nor had he means to carry 
him out of the way. In the mean time there 


came a dog fawning upon him, with a purſe 


in his teeth with money, and lays it down be- 
fore him; he ſtrucken with fear riſes up: but 


conſtruing the ſame to proceed from God's fa- 


vourable providence, he accepted of it, and held 


on his way till he came to Vienna in Auſtria,

RELATION XXIV. 


Touching ſome drunkards deftroyed by the devil. 
TT HIS hath been publiſhed in a ſermon by 


a godly miniſter ; but I muſt inſeit it here 
in-its own proper place.

hope you will pay me well;” who anſwering ſaid, 
« they would either pay him or engage their neck 
for it,” Yea, rather than fail, their bodies and 
fouls. Thus theſe men continued drinking 
and ſwilling ſo long till they could hardly fee 
one another. At laſt, the Devil their hoſt, told 


them that now they muſt pay for all, at which 


their hearts waxed cold. But the devil bid 
them be of good chear; for now they muſt 
drink fire and brimſtone with him in the pit 
of hell for ever. At which the devil brake 
their necks aſunder, and deſtroyed them. Thus 
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ended theſe drunkards their days; and this, by

Teuching one William Barton a warlock, 


ot thirty years ago, more or leſs, there 
A. was one William Barton apprehended for 
witchcraft, His confeſſion was, firſt, That if 
he had twenty ſons, he would adviſe them to 
ſhun the luſt of uncleanneſs. “ For, ſaid he, 1 
never ſaw a beautiful woman, maid or wife, but 
I coveted them, which was the only cauſe that 
brought me to be the devil's vaſſal. One day, 
ſays he, going from my own houſe in Kirk- 
liſtoun, to the Queen's ferry, I overtook, in 
Dalmeny-muir, a young gentlewoman, as to 
appearance beautiful and comely. I drew near 
to her, but ſhe ſhunned my company; and 
when I inſiſted, ſhe became angry and very 
nice. Said J, fince we are both going one 
way, be pleaſed to accept of a convoy. At 
laſt, after much entreaty, ſhe grew better na- 
tured; and, at length, we came to that fami- 
i i larity, that ſhe ſuffered me to embrace her, 
11 and to do that which Chriſtian ears ought not 
co hear of. At this time J parted with her very 
Jjoyfully. The next night ſhe appeared to him 

i in that ſame very place, and after that which 
ſhould n not be named, he became ſenſible that 
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it was the devil; here he renounced his bap- 


tiſm, and gave up himſelf to her ſervice, and 
ſhe called him her beloved, and gave him this 


new name of John Baptiſt, and received the 


mark. She likewiſe beſtowed 15 l. Scots in 

name of tocher, and ſo parted. 

After he had gone a little way off, ſhe calls 
him back, and gave him a mark-piece in good 

and ſufficient money, which ſhe bad him ſpend 


at the Ferry, and deſired him to keep entire 


and whole the 15 L. which he declared was 
real and true money, He confeſſed that they 
never met together but they plaid their pranks. 
After this confeſſion he begged liberty to ſlee 


a little, which the judges granted to him. Af- 


ter he had ſleeped a ſhort time, he awakened 


with a great laughter. The judges enquired. 


the reaſon; he replied, being ſeriouſly urged, 
% That the devil had come to him, and rebuk- 
ed him with anger, and threatened him moſt 


furiouſly, that he had confeſſed, and bad him 


deny all ; for he ſhould be his warrant, 

After this he turned obdured, and would 
never, to his dying hour, acknowledge any 
thing; for the devil had perſuaded him, even 


from his firſt engaging, That no man ſhould 


take his life ; which promiſe he firmly believed 
to the very laſt, When they told him in the 


priſon-houſe, that the fire was built, and the 


ſtake was up, and the executioner coming to 
bring him forth, he anſwered, he cared not 
for that ; for faid he, I ſhall not die this day.” 
But the executioner got preſently orders to 
lead him forth ; and he Reppang? in at the pri- 
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fon door, was in an inſtant ſhot to dead, as 
they ſay, and never ſtirred again, In this ſtrait 
theyappointed the executioner's wife to ſtrangle 
him, which fhe did willingly, a reward be pro- 
miſed to her. When the warlock heard this, 
that a woman was to put him to death, “O, 
cries he, how hath the devil deceived me? Let 
none never truſt his promiſes,” All- this was 
done at Kirkliſtoun before famous witneſſes. The 
executioner's name was Andrew Martin, and 
his wife's name Margaret Hamilton, who when 


her huſband died, clapped her hands, and cried 


often, Dool for his parting my dear Andrew 
Martin.” This Martin's wife had been like- 
wiſe taken with him, who declared, that ſhe 
never knew him to have been a warlock be- 
fore; and he likewiſe declared, that he never 
knew her to have been.a witch before. She 
confeſſed, that malice againſt one of her neigh- 
bours moved her to engage in the devil's ſer- 
vice. She renounced her baptiſm, and did pro- 
ſtrate her body to the foul ſpirit, and received 
his mark, and got a new name from him; 
and was called Margaratus. She was aſked, if 
ever ſhe had any pleaſure in his company? 
Never much, ſays ſhe, but one night go- 
ing to a dancing upon. Pentland-hills, he went 
before us in the likeneſs of a rough tanny 
dog, playing on a pair of pipes; the ſpring 
he played, ſays ſhe, was, The filly bit chicken 
gar caſt it a pickle, and it will grow meikle.” 
And coming down the hill when we had done, 
which was the beſt ſport, he carried the candle 
in his bottom, under his tail, which played ay 
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wig-wag, wig-wag.” She was burned with her 


huſband, 


There is one thing remarkable in this ſto- 
ry, that he beſtowed ſo much money upon the 
warlock, which proved good and ſufficient 
coin. Tis ſeldom he is ſo liberal. But ſure- 
ly he would be more liberal, if the Lord would 
ſuffer him to ſteal, or make uſe of treaſures 
lying hid in the ground, or in the bottom of 
the ſea. If this liberty were granted, he might 
deceive the moſt part of men and women in 
the world with his gifts. The next relation 
ſhall be in confirmation of this.

A wonderful and ſtrange accident which fell” 
* out at Lions in France. 


A Lieutenant of a guard called Jaquette; 


having ſupped one night in a rich mer-

his comany except two. She brought him, to 
his apprehenſion, to a low houſe hard by the 
city wall, where there was only two rooms. 
After he had enjoyed her, he deſired her, that, 


according to the cuſtom of French gentlemen, 


his two comerades might partake of the ſame 
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pleaſure ; ſo ſhe admitted them one after an- 
other, And when all was done, as they fat toge- 
ther, ſhe told them, If they knew well who ſhe 
was, none of them would have ventured upon 
her.”

A relation of the ſtrange witchcraft diſcovered 


in the village of Monra in Swedland. 


HE news of this witchcraft coming to the 
King's ear, his Majeſty was pleaſed to 


appoint commiſſioners, ſome of the clergy and 
ſome of the laity, to make a journey to the 


town aforeſaid, and to examine the whole bu- 


ſineſs; and accordingly the examination was or- 


dered to be on the thirteenth of Auguſt: And 
the commiſſioners met on the tweltth inſtant, 
in the ſaid village, at the parſon's houſe, to 


whom both the miniſter, and ſeveral people 
of faſhion, complained with tears in their eyes, 


of the miſerable condition they were in; and 


therefore begged of them to think of ſome 
way, whereby they might be delivered from 


that calamity, They gave the commiſſioners 
very ſtrange inſtances of the devil's tyranny a- 
mong them; how by the help of witches, he

had drawn ſome hundreds of children to him, 
and made them ſubje& to his power; how he 
hath been ſeen to go in a viſible ſhape thro? 
the country, and appeared daily to the people;

Prelenting them with meat and drink, and this 
way allured them to himſelf ; with other cir- 
cumſtances to be mentioned hereafter. The 
inhabitants of the village added, with great la- 
mentations, That though their children had 
told all, and themſelves ſought God very ear- 
neſtly by prayer, yet they were carried away 
by him. And therefore begged of the lords 
commiſſioners, to root out this helliſh crew,

duced children were about three hundred, 

On the 25th of Auguſt execution was done 
upon the notoriouſly guilty, the day being 


' bright and glorious, and the ſun ſhining, and 


fome thouſands of people being preſent at the 
ſpectacle. The order and method obſerved in 


the examination was this : | 
Firſt, The commiſſioners and neighbouring 


Juſtices went to prayer; this done, the witches, 


who had moſt of them children with them, 


which they had either ſeduced, or attempted 
to ſeduce, ſome ſeven years of age, nay, from 
four to ſixteen years, were ſet before them. 


Some of the children complained lamentably 


of the miſery and miſchief they were forced 


' ſometimes to ſuffer of the devil and the 


witches. | : | | 
The children being aſked, Whether they 
were ſure, that they were at any time carried 


away by the devil? They all declared they 


were; begging of the commiſſioners, that they 


might be freed from that intolerable ſlavery. 
- Hereupon the witches themſelves were aſk- 


ed, Whether the confeſſions of theſe children 


| were true? And admoniſhed to confeſs the truth, 


that they might turn away from the devil un- 
to the living God. At firſt, moſt of them did 
very ſtiffly, and without ſhedding the leaſt 
tear, deny it, though much againſt their will 
and inclination. After this the children were 
examined every one by themſelves, to ſee whe-

ther their confeſſions did agree or no; and the 
commiſſioners found that all of chem, except 
ſome very little ones, who could not tell all 
the circumſtances, did punctually agree in their 


_ confeſſion of particulars, 


In the mean while, the commiſſioners that 
were of the clergy examined the witches, but 
could not bring them to any confeſſion, all 


continuing ſtedfaſt in their denials, till at laſt 
ſome of them - burſt out into tears, and their 


confeſſion agreed with what the children ſaid; 

and theſe expreſſed their abhorence of the fact, 
and begged pardon. Adding that the devil, 
whom they called Locyta, had ſtopped the 
mouths of ſome of them, fo loath was he to 
part with his prey, and had ſtopped the ears 


of others: And being now gone from them, 
they could no longer conceal it; for they had 


now perceived his treachery. 

The confeſſion which the witches made in 
Elfdale to the judges there, agreed with the 
confeſſion they made at Mohra; and the chief 
things they confeſſed, conſiſted in theſe three 


points: Firſt, Whither they uſed to go? Se# 


condly, What kind of place it was they went 
to, called by 
witches and the devil uſed to meet? Third- 
ly, What evil and miſchief they had either 
done, or deſigned there ? 

Firſt, Of their journey to Blockula, The 
contents of their confeſſion. 


We of the province of Elfdale, do confelk, 


that we uſed to go to a gravel-pit, which hes 
hard by a crofs-way, and there we put on a 
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veſt over our heads, and then danced round, 
and after this ran to the croſs-way, and called 
the devil thrice, firſt with a ſtill voice, the ſe- 


cond time ſomewhat louder} and the third time 


very loud, with theſe words, Anteceſſor come 
and carry us to Blockula.“ Whereupon imme- 


diately he uſed to appear, but in different ha- 


bits; but for the moſt part, we ſaw him in a 
gray coat and red and blew ſtockings. He 


had a red beard, a high-crowned hat, with li- 
nen of divers colours wrapt about it, and long 


garters upon his ſtockings. It is very re- | 
markable, that the devil never appears to the 
witches with a ſword at his ſide. { 

Then he aſked us, Whether we would ſerve a 
him with ſoul and body? If we were con- Y 
tent to do fo, he ſet us on a beaſt which he t 


had there ready, and carried us over churches 9 
and high walls. And after all, we came to a b 
green meadow where Blockula lies. We muſt 0 
procure ſome ſcrapings of altars, and fileings of al 
church clocks, and then he gave us a horn, 
with a falve in it, wherewith we do anoint fo 
ourſelves, and a ſaddle, with a hammer and cl 
a wooden nail, thereby to fix the ſaddle ; 60 
whereupon we call upon the devil, and away 
we go. Pa 
Thoſe that were of the town of Mohra fer 
made, in a manner the ſame declaration. Be- 
ing aſked, Whether they were ſure of a real at 
perſonal tranſportation, and whether they were chi 
awake when it was done? They all anſwered, 1 


times lrid ſomething down in the place that 


de Nn 
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was very like them. But one of them con- 
feſſed, that he did only take away her ſtrength, 
and her body lay ſtill upon the ground; yet 
ſometimes he took away us body with him. 

Being aſked, how they could go with their 


bodies through chimneys, and broken pains of 


glaſs? they ſaid, that the devil did firſt remove 
all that might hinder them in their fight, and 
ſo they had room enough to go. 

Others were aſked, how they were able to 
carry ſo many children with them? they an- 
ſwered, That when the children were aſleep, 
they came into the chamber, and laid hold of 
the children, which ſtraightway did awake, and 
aſked them, Whether they would go to a feaſt 
with them? To which ſome anſwered, Yes; o- 
thers, No; yet they were all forced to go. They 
only gave he children a ſhirt, a coat and dou- 
blet, which was either red or blew ; and ſo they 
ſet them upon a beaſt of the devil's providing, 
and then they ride away. 

The children confeſſed the ſame thing, and 
fome added, that becauſe they had very fine 
cloaths put upon them, they were very willing 
(0 go. 

dome of the children concealed it from their. 
parents, but others diſcovered it to them: Pier 
ſently. 

The witches declared moreover, that till of 
late, they had never power to carry away 
children, but only this year and the lat; and 
the devil did At that time force them to it: 
That heretofore is was ſufficient to cairy bur 
one of their children, or F afuanger⸗ s child with. 
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them, which happened ſeldom ; but now he 
- did plague them and whip them, if they did not 
procure him many children, inſomuch that 
they had no peace nor quiet for him: And 
whereas that formerly one journey a-week would 
ſorve their turn from their own town to the place 
aforeſaid, now they were forced to run to o- 
ther towns and places for children, and that 
they brought with them, ſome fifteen, ſome ſix- 
gcdeteen children every night. 

For the journey, they ſaid, they made uſe of 
all ſorts of inſtruments, of beaſts, of men, of 
ſpits and por, according as they had oppor- 

tunity. If they ride upon goats, and have ma- 
ny children with them, that all may have room, 

4 they ſtick a ſpit into the backſide of the goat, 

= and then are anointed with the foreſaid ointment. 

What the manner of their journey is, God a- 
lone knows: This much was made out, that 
if the children did at any time name the 
names of thoſe, either men or women, that 
had been with them, that had carried them a- 
way, they were again carricd by force, either to 

© Blockula or the croſs-way, and there beaten, 

| inſomuch that ſome of them died of it; and 
this ſome of the witches confeſſed, and added, 
that now they were exceedingly troubled and 
tortured in their minds for it. | 
The children thus uſed looked mighty black, 
wan and beaten. The marks of the whips the 
Judges could not perceive on them, except on 
ene boy, who had ſome wounds and holes in his 
back, that were given him with thorns ;- but 
the witches ſaid, they would quickly vaniſh, 
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ed the inhabitants of the town to witneſs, as 
perſons that had moſt of them experience of 
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After this uſage the children are exceeding 
weak; and if any be carried over night, they 
cannot recover themſelves the next day, and 


they often fall into fits; the coming of whieh, 
they know by an extraordinary paleneſs that 


ſeizes on the children, and when a fit comes 


upon them, they lean upon their mother's 
arms, who ſits up with them, ſometimes, all 


night, and when they obſerve the paleneſs, 


ſhake the children; but to no purpoſe. 


They obſerve further, that their childrens 
breaſts grow cold at ſuch times; and they take 


ſometimes a burning candle, and ſtick it in 


their hair, which yet is not burned by it. They 


ſwoon upon this paleneſs, which ſwoon laſteth 
ſometimes half an hour, ſometimes an hour, 
{ometimes two hours, and when the children 
come to themſelves again, they mourn and la- 


ment, and groaiFmolt miſerably, and beg ex- 


ceedingly to be eaſed. This the eld men de- 
clared upon oath before the judges, and calle 


the ſtrange ſymptoms of their children, _ 
A little girl of Elfdale confeſſed, that name 
ing the name of Jeſus, as ſhe was carried a» 


way, ſhe fell ſuddenly upon the ground, and 


got a great hole in her fide, which the devil 


preſently healed up again, and away he carried 


her. And to this day the girl confeſſed, ſhe had 
exceedin 


ried away with his miſtreſs; and to perform 
the journey, he took his farher's horſe ous of 
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great pain in her ſide. Another 
boy confeſſed too, that one day he was car- 
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© ney, ſtood in the houſe by the gate in a ſlum- 
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the meadow, where it was feeding, and upon 
his return, ſhe let the horſe go in her own 
ground. The next morning the boy's father 

Aought for the horſe, and not finding it, gave 

it over for loſt, but the boy told him the whole 
ſtory, and fo the father fetcht the horſe back 
again; and this one of the witches confeſſed. 

Wie come next to the place where they 
vſed to aſſemble, called Blockula, and what 
they did there they unanimouſly confeſſed, that 
Blockula is ſituated in a large meadow, like a 
plain ſeg, wherein you can ſce no end. The 
place or houſe they met at, had before it a 
great gate painted with many divers colours 
on it. Through this gate they went into a little 
-meadow diſtant from the other, where the 
beaſts went which they uſed to ride on: But 
the men whom they made uſe of in their jour- 


bering poſture, ſleeping over againſt the wall. 
In a huge large room of this houfe, they 
faid. there ſtood a very large long table, at 
which the witches did ſit down; and that hard 
by this room was another chamber, where there 
were ſome lovely and delicate beds. | 
The firſt thing, they ſaid; they muſt do at 
Blockula, was, that they muſt deny all, and de- 
vote themſelves body and ſoul to the devil, 
and promiſe to ſerve him faithfully, and con- 
firm it with an oath. Hereupon they cut their 
fingers, and write their name in: his book. 
They added, that he cauſed them to be bap- 
tized too, by ſuch prieſts as he had there, and 
made them to confirm their baptiſm with dyead- 
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ful oaths and imprecations. Hereupon the de- 


vil gave them a purſe, wherein there were file- 


ings of clocks, with a big ſtone tied to it, 
which they threw into the water, and then 
were forced to ſpeak theſe words. © As theſe 
fileings of the clock do never return to the 


clock, from which they were taken, ſo may 
my foul never return to heaven.“ To which 


they add blaſphemy, and other oaths and curſes, 
The mark of their cut finger 1s not found 


in all of them. But a girl who had been ſlaſh 


ed over her finger, declared, that becauſe ſhe 
would not ſtretch out her finger, the devil in 
anger had ſo cruelly wounded it. 

After this they fat down to table, and thoſe 
that the devil eſteemed moſt, were placed near- 
eſt to him; but the children muſt ſtand at the 


drink. 


they ſaid, broth with colworts, and bacon to 
them, oat meal bread ſpread with butter, mil 
and cheeſe. And they added, that ſometimes 


it taſted very well, and ſometimes very ill. 
After meals they went to dancing, and, in the 


mean time, {wore and curſed moſt dreadfully ; 
and afterwards went to fighting one with ano- 


ther. Thoſe of Elfdale confeſſed, that the de- 
vil uſed to play upon a harp before them, and 


afterwards to go with them he loved beſt in- 


to a chamber, where he committed venerous 
acts with them. And this indeed all confeſſed, 
that he had carnal] knowledge of them; and

and then Jaughs at them. And he bids them 
believe that the day of judgment will come 
ſpeedily; and therefore ſets them at work to 
bduild a great houſe of ſtone, promiſing, that 
in the houſe he will preſerve them from God's 
- fury, and cauſe them to enjoy the greateſt de- 
lights and pleaſures; but while they work ex- 
ceeding hard at it, there falls a great part of 
the wall down again, whereby tome of the 
witches are commonly hurt, which makes him 
laugh; but prelently he cures them again. 
| They ſaid, they had ſeen ſometimes a very 
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| reat devil like a dragon, with fire round a- 
bout him, and bound with an iron chain; and 
| the devil that converſes with them tells, that l 
if they confeſs any thing, he will ſet that great 2 
de evil looſe upon them, whereby all Swedland t 
| fhall come into great danger. They added, 
that the devil had a church there, ſuch ano- a 
'Y ther as in the town of Mohra. When the f 
* commiſſioners were coming, he told the witches L 
| they ſhould not fear them; for he would cer- th 
tainly kill them all. And they confeſſed, that al 

fome of them had attempted to murder the 2 


commiſſioners, but had not been able to ct- 
fect it. R | 
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Some of the children talked much of a white 


angel, which uſed to forbid them what the de- 


vil had bid them do; and told them, that thoſe 
things ſhould not laſt long; what had been 
done, had been but permitted, becauſe of the 
{in and wickedneſs of the people and their pa- 


rents; and that the carrying away of the chil- 
dren ſhould be made manifeſt. -And they add- 


ed, that this white angel would place himſelf 


ſometimes at the door betwixt the witches and 
the children; and that when they came to 


Blockula he pulled the children back, but the 
witches went in. | 


We come, in the next place, to ſhew the 


miſchief and evil which the witches promiſed 
to do to men and beaſts, They confeſſed, that 


they were to promiſe the devil, that they would 
do all that's ill; and that the devil taught them 
to milk, which was after this' manner. They 


uſed to ſtick a knife in the wall, and hang a 


kind of label on it, which they drew, and ſtroak- 


ed; and as long as this laſted, the perſons 
they had power over were miſerably plagued, 


and the beaſts were milked that way, till ſome- 


times they died of it. | 
A woman confeſſed, that the devil gave her 
a wooden Knife, wherewtth, going into houſes, 


the had power to kill any thing ſh= touched 
with it; yet there were few that would confeſs, 


that they had hurt any man or woman. Being 
aſked, whether they had murdered any chil- 
dren ? they confeſſed, that they had indeed tor- 
mented many, but did not know. whether any 
of them died of theſe plagues. oh: 
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And added, that the devil had ſhewed them 
ſeveral places where he had power to do miſchief. 
The miniſter of Elfdale declared, that one 
night theſe witches were, to his thinking, on 
the crown of his head; and that from thence 
he had a long continued pain of the head. 
One of the witches confeſſed, that the de- 
vil had ſent her to torment that miniſter; and 
that ſhe was ordered to uſe a nail, and ſtrike 
it into his head, but it would not enter very 
deep, and hence came that head-ach. The 
3 ſaid alſo, that one night he felt a pain, 
if he were torn with an inſtrument that 
they cleanſe flax with, or a flax-comb; and 
when he awakened, he heard ſome body ſcratch- 
ing and ſcraping at the window, but could ſce 
no body; and one of the witches confeſſed, 


. that ſhe was the perſon that did it, being fent 


by the devil. 
The miniſter of Mohra declared alſo, that 
one night one of theſe witches came into his 
* houſe, and did fo violently take him by the 
© throat, that he thought he ſhould have been 
choaked, and awaking, he ſaw the perſon that 
did it, but could not know her; and that for 
ſome weeks he was not able 20 (peak, or per- 
form divine ſervice. 
An old woman of Elfdale confeſſed, that 
the devil had helped her to make a nail, which 
ſhe ſtruck into a boy's knee, of which 
ſtroke the boy remained lame a long time. 
And ſhe + that- before ſhe was burned, 
or executed by the hand « juſtice, the boy 
would reocver, | | 
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They confeſſed alſo, that the devil gives 
them a beaſt, about the ſhape and bigneſs of a

cat, which they call a carrier; and he gives 
them a bird too, as big as a raven, but white: 


And theſe creatures they can ſend any where, 
and wherever they come they take away all 
ſorts of victuals they can get, as butter, cheeſe, 
milk, bacon, and all ſorts of ſeeds, whatever 
they can find, and carry it to the witeh, What 
the bird brings, they may keep for themſelves; 
but what carrier brings they muſt reſerve for 


the devil, and that is brought to Blockula, 
where he gives them of it as much as he thinks 


fit. 8 
They added, that the carriers filled them- 
ſelves ſo full oftentimes, that they are forged 
to ſpew by the way, which ſpewing is found in 


ſeveral gardens where colworts grow, and not 


far from the houſes of the witches. It is of a 
yellow colour like gold, and is called the butter 


of the witches, 2 - av... 
The lords commiſſioners were indeed very 
earneſt, and took great pains to perſuade them 


to ſhew ſome of their tricks, but to no pur- 


'poleg for they did all unanimouſly confeſs, _ 
that ſince they had confeſſed all, they found, 


that all their witchcraft was gone; and the de- 
vil at this time appeared very terrible, with 


claws on his- hands and feet, with horns on his 
head, and a long tail behind, and ſhewed them 


a pit burning with a hand out; but the devil 


* 


did thurſt the perſon down again with an ion 


fork, and ſuggeſted to the witches, that if they 
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continued in their confeſſion, he would deal 


with them in the ſame manner. 
The above relation is taken from the public 


regiſter, where all this is related with more 


circumſtances. And at this time through all 
the country there are prayers weekly in all 
churches, to the end that Almighty God would 

pull down the devil's power, and deliver thoſe 
poor creatures which have hitherto groaned 
under it. 


I The lord Lyonberg, envoy extraordinary for 
the king of Sweden, confirmed this at Lon-

There was one Alice Duke an Engliſhwo- 
man, that was taken anno 1664, and confeſſed 
before the judges, that after their meetings all 
the witches make very low obaiſances to the 
devil, who appeared in black cloaths, and a 


little band. He bids them welcome at their 
coming, and brings them wine, beer, cakes 
and meal, or the like. He fits at the higher 


end, and uſually Anne Biſhop ſits next him; 


they eat, drink, dance, and have muſic. A 


their parting they uſed to ſay, Merry met, 


merry part.” And that before they are carried | 
to their meetings, their foreheads are. anoint- 


ed with greenith oil, that they have from che 
devil: They, for the moſt part, are carried in 
the air. As they pals, they ſay, * Thout, taut, 
a tout tout, throughout and about.“ ö 
back they ſay, © Rentum, tormentum,” and an- 
other word which ſhe does not remember. 


I read of an old gentleman, an excellent jus 
{tice of the peace in England, ho did always dif- 


pute againit the immortality of the ſoul, and ns 
diſtinction from the body, and of the exiſtence 
of the ſpirits. No reaſon could convince him 
but palpable experience. He being a. bold 


man, did venture very far, and fearing no- 


thing, uſed all the magical ceremonies he could 
to raiſe: the devil, or a ſpitit, and had a moſt 
earneſt deſire to meet with one, but never 


could do it. But while his feryant is one night

I had the curioſity when I was a ſcholar, to 


paſs over from Borrowſtounneſs to Culroſs, to 
ſee a notable witch burnt. She was carried to 
the place of execution in a chair by four men, 
by reaſon her legs and her belly were broken, 
by one of the devil's cunning tricks which he 
plaid her. This woman was watched one night 
in the ſteeple of Culroſs by two men, John 
Shank a fleſher, and one John Drummond, 


who being weary went to another room, where 


there was a fire, to take a pipe. But to ſe- 
cure her they put her feet in the ſtocks, and 
locked them as well as might be. But no 
ſooner were they gone out of the room, but 


the devil came into the priſon, and told her, 


he was obliged to deliver her from the ſhame 
ſhe was like to ſuffer for his ſake z and accord- 
ingly took her out of the ſtocks, and em- 


bracing her, carried her out of the priſon; at

My ſecond relation ſhall be of ſome witches 
at Borrowſtounneſs ; which were the occaſion 
of much enquiry after them there. Anno 1644, 
a certain woman in the town came about eight 
o'clock in the morning into her neighbour's _ 
houſe, after a moſt furious manner, and aſſault- 
ed her, by ſcratching her face, and pulling the 
hair out of her head, ſaying, Thou traitor - 
thief, thou thought to have deſtroyed my ſon 
this morning, but it was not in thy power.” | 
The ſhip wherein the young man was a failor, 
had been under a dreadful tempeſt off and on

She was often filed 
and delated by many who had been burn, 
They told, that amongſt them all, ſhe was the 
perſon, whom the devil at their meetings, did 
tmnoſt court and embrace, calling her conſtant- 
ly, My dear miſtreſs,” ſetting her always at 
his right hand, to the great diſcontent of his 
old haggs, whom, as they conceived, he now 
flighted. She was apprehended, and commit- 
ted to priſon, At this time there was one 
James Fleming, a maſter of a ſhip there, a 
perſon of great courage, ſtrength, and reſolu- 
tion, who had it inſinuate to him by her, when 
he was exhorting her to confeſs, that in reſpect 
| the underſtood he was to be upon her watch 
the next night, if ſhe got no deliverance, as 
the expected before one o'clock in the morn- 
; ing, ſhe ſhould lay her heart open to him be- t 
"1 fore others. At which he being apprehenſiveof f 
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| what might fall out, as indeed he had reaſon, © 
went to his uncle, a grave and experienced 0 
prerſon, who adviſed him to take all his ſhip's fe 
company, to the number of fourteen able men, Is 
j and keep watch, not forgetting the reading of tl 
4 ſcripture, and earneſt prayer to God. The night ſt 
was ſtill and calm, like a ſummer's night, with- les 

cout the leaſt appearance of change, when upon hi 
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a ſudden at midnight, as James Fleming him- 


ſelf was diſcourſing her to and again, as the 
cuſtom was, holding her by the hand, I ſay, 


upon a ſudden, a terrible tempeſt, like a hur- 


ricane, came on, which took the roof from the - 


houſe, to their great conſternation: And a Wh 


voice was heard three times, calling her by a 
ſtrange name to come away; at which ſhe 
made three ſeveral loups upward, increaſing 
gradually, till her feet were as high as his 
breaſt : But he held her by both her arms, (and 
as he uſed to ſay, when he ſpoke of it) he be- 


teached himſelf ſtrongly and earneſtly to God, 


though with great amazement, his hair ſtand- 
ing widderſhins in his head, And after the 
third call, he prevailed againſt the greateſt ef- 
fort which ever he felt, and threw her on the 
ground, ſhe grovelling and foaming like one 
having the falling ſickneſs, where ſhe fell into - 
a profound ſleep, for the ſpace of two or three 
hours, When the awaked, ſhe declaimed moſt 
bitterly againſt the devil's treachery and perfi- 
diouſneſs, who had promiſed to carry her to Ire- 
land before four o'clock in the morning, and 
to touch at Paiſley, where ſhe might ſee her 


ſiſter in paſſing. She made a free and full 


confeſſion, and delated” many women, ſome 
of them of good repute, who afterwards con- 
feſſed and died allo. The author of this letter 
is a perſon of great honeſty and ſincerity. From 
the firſt relation of his, we have an evident in- 
ſtance, that the devil can tranſport the bodies of 

men and women through the air. Tis true, 

he did not carry her far off, but not for want 
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of {kill and power. Neither was he afraid to 
hear the name of God ſpoken; but purpoſing 
to deſtroy both the ſoul and the body of the 
poor creature, he has pretended ſo much to 
excuſe himſelf at her hand. 


14 The firſt ſtory brings me in mind of one 
©, Creech, a witch, put in priſon in the ſteeple of 


Culroſs, to whom ſeveral years ago Mr Alex- 
ander Covil juſtice- depute came, a gentleman of 
great ſagacity and knowledge as to witches. 


- He aſked if ſhe was a witch? She denied. © Dare 


you hold up your hand and ſwear that you are 
not a witch?” Yes, Sir, ſaid ſhe, But be- 
hold what a remarkable judgment of God came 


upon her! While ſhe was ſwearing, with her 


arm lifted up, it became as ſtiff as a tree, that 


| ſhe could not pull it in again, to the amaze- 
ment of all that were preſent. One perſon yet 


living there was a witneſs, and can atteſt this, 
The gentleman, ſeeing the vengeance of God 
upon her for her wickedneſs, falls down pre- 
ſently upon his knees, and entreated the Lord 
on her behalf, who was graciouſly pleaſed to 
hear him. | 

Some are of opinion, that the devil cannot 
raiſe winds and ſtorms upon the ſea and land. 
This is evident from the laſt relation in the 
letter, which puts me in mind of a terrible 
tempeſt in the-frith that day when Beſſie Fow- 
ler was burnt at Muſſelburgh in May 16. The 
devil promiſed to her, that ſhe ſhould not die 
at that time; whereupon ſhe looking out at 
the priſon window, ſpake very confidently to 
the folk below, Lou think to ſee me burnt 
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the day, but you will be deceived. The hur- 
ricane did ſo prevail, that in effect every bo- 
dy ſuſpected, that ſhe ſhould not have died that 
day.

Auent ſome prayers, charms and aves, uſed in 
the Higblands. 


N the time of ignorance and ſuperſtition, 
when the darkneſs of Paganiſm was not 
. Wl diſpelled by the goſpel-light. Spirits kept a 
> MW more familiar converſe with families, and even 
rin the time of Popery, what was more fre- 
t quent in houſes than Brownies, whom they em- 
- ployed in many ſervices. It were unſeaſonable 
t and ridicluous, to rehearſe all the ſtories which 
8. have been told of brownies and fairies, com- 
d monly called our good neighbours; how there 
vas a king and queen of fairie, of ſuch a court 
d and train as they had, and how they had the 
o teind and duty, as it were of all corns, fleſh, 
and meal ; how they rode, and went along the 
ot ſides of hills, all in green apparel. I verily 
believe many have ſeen ſuch ſpectres; but what 
were they? nothing but the deluſion of the 
ſenſes of ſundry ſimple people, whom the de- 
vil made believe they did fee and hear ſuch 
things. Brownie was a ſpirit that haunted di- 
vers houſes familiarly, without doing any evil, but 
doing neceſſary turns up and down the houſe, 
and frequently was found working in the barn, 
chreſning the corn in the night-time, who ap- 
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peared like a rough hairy man. Such then 
was the ignorance of many, that they believed 
their houſe was all the ſonſier that Brownie 
was about it, as King James ſays in his De- 

monology. 

I will not ſpeak of ridiculous friets, ſuch as 
our meeting with à lucky or unlucky foot, when 


we are going about important buſineſs; theſe 
unqueſtionably are the devil's leſſons for the 


moſt part, and denying of God's providence, 
'The praftice of the Heathen was to attribute 


good or evil luck to the (laying of birds, as Vir- 
gil lays, Spe finiſtra cava Fe ab illice 


cornix. 


Whether there be any magic in the practice 
of ſome young women too curious, who, upon 


Hallo ve ven, go to bed without ſpeaking to any, 


having firſt eaten a cake made of ſoot, and 
dreaming, fee in their ſleep the man that ſhall 
be their "huſband. I ſhall not determine, but 
it looks like a very bad practice. I heard of a 


woman, who dipped her ſmock in ſauth-running 


water on that night, and hanged it up before 
the fire to dry. - One comes in in the likeneſs 
of the man who was to be her huſband, and 
turns it, and went immediately to the bed, 


where ſhe was attending the event, and kiſſed 


her, It ſeems ſhe did not believe it was the devil. 
To ſpeak of the ſecond ſight I cannot, till ful- 
ler information be given. I am undoubtedly 
informed, that men and women in the High- 


lands can diſcern fatality approaching others,

Charms and ſpells have been firſt taught to 
men and women in confederacy with = de- 
vil, many of which are received by tradition, 
and uſed by witches and ignorant perſons too, 
the virtue of curing muſt be from the devil's 
active inviſible application of them to ſuch or 
ſuch a diſeaſe, as the curing of an univerſal 
gout, by this unintelligible charm.

Saint Michael and his ſpear, 
Keep this houſe from the weir; 
From running thief, 
And burning thief;

Keep it all the night, -

As the devil is originally the author of 
charms and ſpells, ſo is he the author of ſeve- 
ral baudy fongs, which are ſung, A reverend 
miniſter told me, that one who was the devil's 
piper, a wizzard, confeſſed to him, that at a 
ball of dancing, the foul ſpirit taught him a 
baudy ſong, to ſing and play, as it were this 
night, and ere two days paſſed all the lads and 
laſſes of the town were lilting it through the 
ſtreet, It were abomination to rehearſe it.

Theſe very ſame 
abominations he confeſſed before the judges 
likewiſe. But after this, he would never, till 


his dying hour confeis any more, which might 


have been for the glorifying of God, and the 
edification of others, but remained ſtupid, ha- 


ving no confidence to look any man in the 
face, or to open his eyes. 


When two of the magiſtrates came to his 


houſe in the night- time, to carry him to pri- 


ſon, they aſked, if he had any money to ſe- 


cure? He anſwered, None. His ſiſter ſaid 


there was. Whereupon to the value of five 
dollars, in parcels here and there, were found 
in ſeveral clouts. His ſiſter adviſed the two 
magiſtrates to ſecure his ſtaff eſpecially ; for ſhe 
alſo went to priſon. After he was ſecured in 
the tolbooth, the bailies returned, and went in- 
to a tavern near to Weir's houſe in the Weſt- 
bow, a ſtreet ſo called there. The money was 
put into a bag, and the clouts thrown into the 


fire by the maſter of the houſe and his wile, 


which, after an unuſual manner, made a cir- 
cling and dancing in the fire. There was ano- 
ther clout found with ſome hard thing in it, 


which they threw into the fire e it bes 
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ing a certain root, which circled and ſparkled 


like gun-powder, and paſſing from the tunnel 
of the chimney, it gave a crack like a little 


cannon, to the amazement of all that were 


preſent. 


The money aforeſaid was taken by one of 
the bailies co his own houſe, and laid by in his 
cloſet. After family-prayer was ended, he re- 


tired into the ſame cloſer, (where I have been) 
during which time his wife, who is yet living, 
and the reſt of the family, were affrighted with 
a terrible. noiſe within the ſtudy, like the fall- 
ing of a houſe, avout three times together. 
His wife knocking, gave a fearful cry, . My 
dear, are you alive?“ The bathe came out un- 


afraid, having (as he ſaid) heard nothing; whe- 


taer he concealed this upon the account his 


— 


wife was with child, or other wiſe, it cannot be 


well known. The money was preſently ſent 
away to another bailie's houſe, a great diſtance 
from Weir's, where, as was reported, there was 
ſome diſturbance, but in broken expreſſiuns. 
During the time of his imprifonment, he 
was never willing to be ſpoken to; and when 
the miniſters of the city offered to pray for 
him, he would cry out in fury, Torment me 
no more, for I am tormented already.“ One 
miniſter (now aſleep) aſking him, if he ſhould 
pray for him? was anſwered, Not at all. The 
other replied, in a kind of holy anger, © Sir, I 
will pray for you in ſpite of your teeth, and 
the devil your maſter too,” who did pray, ma- 
king him at leaſt to hear him; but the other 
ſtaring wildly, was ſenſeleſs as a brute, Another,

who is likewiſe at reſt, demanded, if he thought 
there was a God? Said the man, I know not. 
That other replied ſmartly, O man, the ar- 
gument that moveth me to think there is a 
God, is thyſelf; for what elſe moveth thee to 
inform the world of thy wicked life?“ But Weir 
anſwered, Let-me alone. When he peremptori- 
ly forbade one of his own pariſh- miniſters (yet 
alive) to pray, one demanded, if he would have 
any of the Preſbyterian perſuaſion to pray, he 
anſwered, Sir, you are all alike to me.” Then 
faid the miniſter to him, I will pray with you. 
Do it not, ſaid the other, upon your peril,” 
looking up to the beams of the houſe. But 
prayer was offered up ſo much the more hear- 
tily, becauſe the company about expected ſome 
viſion. It is ob ſervable, that in things common 
he was pertinent enough; but when any thing 
about Almighty God, and his ſoul's condition, 
came about, he would ſhrugg, and rub his coat 
and breaſt, ſaying to them, Torment me not 
before the time.“ When he was at the ſtake 
to be burnt, the city-miniſters called to a church 
man there looking on, being one of that per- 
 ſaafion whereof Weir was formerly deemed to 
be, to ſpeak to him; but no ſooner he opened 
his mouth, than he made a ſign with his hand 


and his head to be filent, When the rope was 


about his neck to prepare him for the fire, he 
was bid ſay, Lord be merciful to me; but he 
anſwered, Let me alone,, I will not; I have 
lived as a bcaſt, and I muſt die as a beaſt.” 
The fire being kindled, both he and his ſtaff, 
a little after, fell into the flames.

* I know from good hands, that if this man ⁵⁶ 
ch repented of any thing in priſon, it was for io 
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of the letter) that Major Weir confeſſed fo 
much to him, and told him, that the place lies 
off the road-way between Kirkcaldy and King- 
horn, upon a little hill-ſide, which he had the 
curioſity to go and ſee, and found it ſo. This 
was done the matter of fifty years ago. Ma- 
ny other things he confeſſed, which Chriſtian 
ears ſhould not be defiled with. _ 
Before I come to his ſiſter, take this notable 
remark from two perſons yet alive, dwelling 


of dwelt Major Weir. This gentlewoman, a 
ſubſtantial merchant's wife, was very deſirous 
to hear him pray, much being ſpoken of his 
utterance, and for that end ſpoke to ſome of 
her neighbours, that when he came to their 
Houſe ſhe might be ſent for. This was done, 
but he gould never be perſuaded to open his 
mouth before her, no not to bleſs a cup of 
ale; he either remained mute, or up with his 
ſtaff and away. It troubled her then; but 1 
ſuppoſe both her huſband and ſhe ſmiles at it 


? now. 


Some few days before he diſcovered himſelf, 
:this gentlewoman coming from the caſtlehill, 
where her huſband's neice was lying in of a 
child, about midnight, perceived about the 
Bow-head three women in windows ſhouting, 
laughing, and clapping their hands. The gentle- 
woman went forward, till juſt at Major Weir's 
door, there aroſe as from the ſtreet, a woman 
about-the length of two ordinary females, and 
ſtepped forward. The gentlewoman, not as yet 
exceſſively feared, bid her maid ſtep on, if by 
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5 


the lanthron they could ſee what ſhe was; but 
Haſte what they could, this long-legged ſpectre 
was {till before them, moving her body with 
a vehement cahination, a great unmeaſurable 
laughter. At this rate the two ſtrove for place, 


till the gianteſs came to a narrow lane in the 
bow, commonly called the ſtinking-cloſe, into 
which ſhe turning, and the gentlewoman look- 


ing after her, peceived the cloſe full of flaming 


torches, (ſhe could give them no other name) 


and as it had been a great multitude of peo le, 
ſtentoriouſly laughing, and gaping with tahees 


of laughter, This ſight, at ſo dead a time. of 


the night, no people being in the windows, be- 


longing to the cloſe, made her and her ſervant 


haſte home, declaring all what they ſaw to the | 
reſt of the family, but more paſſionately to her 
huſband. And though ſick with fear, yer ſhe 


went the next morning with her maid, to view 


the noted places of her former night's walk, 


and at the cloſe enquired who lived there? It 
was anſwered, Major Weir. The honeſt couple 
now rejoicing, that to Weir's devotion they ne- 
ver ſaid, Amen. I know there are ſome who 
ſtrenouſly aſſert the unreaſonableneſs of be- 


lieving ſuch viſions and apparitions; but you 
have made them ſufficiently evident from your 


relations foregoing. Theſe, in all probability, 
have been a preſage of his approaching death, 


and of the manner of it, links and torches ſig- 
nifying an honourable interment, which per- 


haps has been promiſed to him. There was 


one miniſter in the city that could never be 
perſuaded to ſpeak with him in priſon: But no 
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fooner was he dead, than he went to the tol- 
booth, and called for his ſiſter, who had ſome 
remorſe, of whom I ſhall now ſpeak. He told 
her, that her brother was burnt, and how he 
died, (though he ſaw him not execute) as I

keard from himſelf, She believed nothing of a 
it; but after many atteſtations, ſhe aſked, where t 
his ſtaff was? for, it ſeems, ſhe knew that his b 
ſtrength and life lay therein.

And in riſing up. hi 
as ſhe was deſired, her raging agony cloſed ſo 
with theſe words; „O Sit} I know he is with fic 
the devils; for with them he lived.” She en- ro 
treated that miniſter to aſſiſt her, and attend her de 
to her death, which, 2t her violent importunity, ed 
he yielded unto, though it was not his courſe Ti 
to wait upon condemned perſons, What ſhe hi 
jaid in private to himſelf, he ſays, muſt die 
with him. She avouched, that from her being by 
ſixtcen years of age, to her fiftieth, her bro- ne 
cher had the inceſtuous uſe of her, and then ne 
loathed her for her age. She was pretty old oft 
at this time, and he, when he died, was about C01 
ſeventy. He aſked her, if ever ſne was with to 
child to him? She declared with great confi- de] 
dence, he hindered that by means abominable, 
Which ſhe beginning to relate, the preacher wh 
WW itopped. her. Some byſtanders were deſirous ; 
10 hear the reſt ; but ſays he, Gentlemen, the Xt 
ſpeculation of this iniquity is in itlelf to be pus y 1 
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In often and'returned viſits, ſhe was inter- 
rogate. if ſhe had any hand in her brother's 
devilry? She declared but in a paſſive way, 
and gave this for an inſtance. A fiery chariot 
or coach, as ſhe called it, coming to his door, 
at broad day, a ſtranger invited him and her 
to go vilit a friend at Dalkeith, a ſmall town a- 
bout four miles from Edinburgh. They both 
entered, and went forward in their viſit; at 
which time (ſays ſhe) one came and whiſpered 
ſomething in his ear which affected him. They 
both returned after the ſame manner that they 
had gone out. And Weir going after to make 
ſome viſits, told them he had ſtrong apprehen- 
fions, that that day the King's forces were 
routed at Worceſter, which within two or three 
days was confirmed by the poſt. She affirm- 
ed, that none ſaw the coach but themſelves, 
The devil hath wrought far greater farlies in 
his time than this. „ 
She knew much of the inchanted ſtaff; for 
by it he was enabled to pray, to commit filthi- 
nels not to be named, yea even to reconcile 
neighbours, man and wife, when at variance. She 
oft hid it from him, and becauſe without it he 
could do nothing, he would threaten and vow 
to diſcover her inceſt, fearing which, ſhe would: 
deliver it again. „ 
Being aſked the cauſe of her much ſpinning; 
which ſhe was famous for. She denied any 
aſſiſtance from the devil, but found ſhe had an 
Xtraordinary faculty therein, far above ordina-- 
ſpinſters; yet owned, that when ſhe came 
ome, after he being abroad, the found there 
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was more yarn on her wheel than ſhe left; and 


that her weaver could not make cloath there- 
of, the yarn breaking, or falling from the loom, 
Once there came a ſtranger to her, while 
ſhe was at her wheel, and propoſed a way to 
her to make her rich; for they both lived al- 
moſt upon alms. The way was this, Stand 
up and ſay, all croſſes and cares go out of this 


houſe.” She anſwered, God forbid, I ſay that, 


but let them. be welcome when God ſends 
them.” After two or three viſits more, ſhe 
aſked this ſtranger, where ſhe dwelt? She re- 
plied, © In the Potter-raw,” a ſtreet in the ſub- 
urbs of that city; “ but finding neither ſuch a 
| houſe, nor ſuch a woman, I judged, ſaid ſhe, 


it was the devil, one of my brother's acquaint- 


ance; for I know he had familiarity with the 
devil. 

His poverty minds me of a wizzard accuſed 
and execute in Zetland, before named, for witch- 
craft, ſeveral years ago, called Luggy to 4 
nick-· name, who being a fiſher, had a trick at 
any time when hungry at ſea, to caſt out his 
line, and would, out of Neptune's loweſt 
kitchen, bring cleverly up fiſh well boiled and 
roaſted; and his comerades, by a natural cou- 
rage, would make a merry meal thereof, not 
queſtioning who was cook. He had another 
piece of art, at any time of the year, or in great 
ſtorms, to go up to a hill near his own houſe, 
. whereupon there was a deep pit, out of 

which with his lines he drew up codlings or 
n for his proviſion, „ hich never man could 
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but himſelf. This hiſtory is true, being yet to 
be ſeen in the criminal books of that country, 

She was aſked anent her parents? She was 
perſuaded her mother was a witch; « for the 
ſecreteſt thing that either I myſelf, or any of 
the family could do, 'when once a mark ap- 
peared on her brow, ſhe could tell it them, 
though done at a diſtance.” Being demand- 
ed what ſort of a mark it was? She anſwered, 
«I have ſome ſuch like mark my{glt, when 1 
pleaſe, on my forehead :” Whereupon ſhe of- 
tered to uncover her head for viſible ſatisfaction . 
the miniſter refuſing to behold it, and forbid- 
ding any diſcovery, was earneſtly requeſted by 
ſome ſpectators, to allow the freedom, he yield- 
ed: She put back her head-dreſs, and ſeeming 
to frown, there was ſeen an exaſt horſe-ſhoe 
maped for nails in her wrinkles, terrible e- 
nough, I affure you, to the ſtouteſt beholder. 

In the morning before her execution, ſhe 
told the miniſter, ſhe reſolved to die with all 
the ſhame ſhe could, to expiate under mercy 
her ſhameful life ; this he underſtood to be an 
ingenuous confeſſion of her fins, in oppoſition 
to her brother's deſpair and deſperate filence, 
to which he did encourge her, At her part- 
ing with him, ſhe. gave him hearty thanks for 
nis pains; and fſhaxing his hands, offering to 
k:i{s them, ſhe repeated the fame words which 
he bad her perform. Aſcending up the ladder, 
ſhe ſpoke ſomewhat confuſedly of her fins, of 


her brother and his inchanting ſtaff: And with 
A ghoſtly countenance, beholding a multituge 
of ſpectators all wondering, and ſome weep- 


\ . 
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ing, .ſhe ſpake aloud, «There are many here 
this day, wondering and greeting for me, but 
alas, few mourn for a broken; at which 
words many feemed angry: Some called to her 
to mind higher concerns; and I have heard ir 
ſaid, that the preacher declared he had much ado 
to keep a compoſed countenance. The executi- 
oner falling about h's duty, ſhe prepares to die 
Rark-naked, then, and not $6.0, were her 
words relating to ſhame underſtood , the hang- 
man ſtruggled with her to keep on her cloaths, 
and ſhe ſtruggled with him to have them off, 
at laſt he was forced to throw her over open- 
Faced; which afterwards he covered with 2 
cloth. 

So much from che gentleman-that gave me 
this information; to which I ſhall add, that this 
is not publiſhed with a deſign to reflect upon 

men ofthis or that perſuaſion, far be it. The 
devil can counterfeit what religion he pleaſes, 
and ordinarily a good one. True religion can 
never ſuffer any prejudice from a hypocrite his 
wearing a cloak of it, more than the good an- 
gels can ſuffer a ſtain by Satan's transforming 
himſelf into an ange! of light. The devil hath 
his. laikies and pages with Chriſt's livery upon 
them, Was not Judas, who was but one of 
the twelve, a vile hypocrite? It is a wonder 

where there are a thouſand profeſſing Chriſt in 
A congregation, that a hundred of them are not 
as bad. His gliſtering cloak of religion dazled 
all mens eyes; this was needful : Foul fault: 
muſt have a cloak to cover them. The apoſtle 
Jude ſpeaks of ſome that go after Sarkos hc- 
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| teras, which may be underſtood, not only f 
that fin mentioned, Rom. i. 27. but of ano- | 
ther ſort of fleſh, not to be named. — 
l Here was a demonſtration proving evident- 
r ly, that there is a God, viz. by the terrors of his 
l conſcience, Ir is evident alſo, there is a devil 
: that hurries men on into ſin. He had this ex- 
- | preſſion to two miniſters that came to ſee him 
rin priſon, there was no temptation which the 
devil could propoſe to him, but he was capable 
- . . . - k 
: do accept of it. It is evident alſo, there is either, |} 
an explicit co between ſome men and te 
a. devil; horrible ſins covered with religion brin 
8 utter deſpair at laſt. Deſperation is hell in fx 
| eri. Some men as well as gevils are toment- 
ed before the time. Let us not count the leſs 
of religion, that tis made a cloak for covering 
ſin; let us beware that ſuch a man's fall 
prove not a neck-break to us; let us idolize | 
no - oa his 2 that he is 5 this 
or that perſuaſion, or of ſuch a party; let no 
man reſt in a bare profeſſion of religion. Men 
in compact with the devil may be aſſiſted both 
to preach and pray, The devil's ſervants are 
well rewarded at the laſt. Profeſſion and prac- 
tice muſt go together; a cliaking profeſſion 
with an unbribled tongue is a vain religion. 
Pure religion, and undefiled before God and 
the Father, is, to viſit the fatherleſs and the 
« widows in their aſfliction, and for a man to 
«* keep himſelf unſpotted from the world.”

8m. within theſe few years, there was C one 
T. C. by profeſſion an agent about the ſeſ- 
ſion-houſe, who, about flitting time, was re- 


moving his furniture from a lower part of the 
city to an higher. One in the aforeſaid cloſe 


ſeeing his maid on the Saturday carrying ſome 
light furniture to ſuch a houſe, aſked her, if ſhe 
was to dwell in that houſe? “Tes, ſaid ſhe; 

for I am hired for this halfyear.“ Her friend 
told her, If you live there, I aſſure you, you 


will have more company than yourſelves. And 


after twice or thrice more going up and down, 
getting ſeveral informations anent the buſineſs, 
ſhe - perſuaded to tell her miſtreſs, ſhe 


- - would not tarry a ſervant in that houſe, it be- 
ing haunted with a ſpirit or ghoſt, and gave 


her the ground of her intelligence. 
The miſtreſs informed her huſband, deſiring 


him to forbear that houſe, leſt ſhe ſhould be 


afrighted even with apprehenſions: But he, 
out of a natural courage, and fortitude of mind, 
ſmiled at the relation, and reſolved to tarry, 
lodging there that ſame very night. To-mor- 
row being the Sabbath-day, they went both 
to church in the forenoon, but in the after-

ſwer, they both returned to their ded, where 
they both kneeled down and prayed, an ex- 
cCeſſive fear and ſwear being ORE 
By and bye a naked arm appears in the air, 
from the elbow downward, and the hand 
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gain, both of them being drowned with ſweat, 
and in the mean time, they ſaw a little dog 
come out of that little room aforenamed, which 
after a little time looking about, towards the 
bed, and the naked arm, compoſed itſelf up- 
on a chair, as it were with its noſe in its tail to 
ſleep.

The honeſt couple went 
to their knees again within the bed; there be- 
ing no ſtanding in the floor of the room. In 
the time of prayer, their ears were ſtarted with 
a deep, dreadful, and loud groan, as of a ſtrong 
man dying, at which all the apparitions and vi- 
ſions at once evaniſhed, and, as the honeſt 
couple thought, they retired to the little room 
from whence they came, and the houſe was 
quiet. 

After this, they both went hand in hand to the 
little room where the drink ſtood, and refreſh» 
ed themſelves there with. After they had ta- 
ken a ſecond draught, the huſband ſaid, « My 
dear, God hath made me this night to bear 
that which would have affrighted to death the 
ſtouteſt of them all.” The day approaching, they, 
dreſſed themicives, and made no ſecret of it. 
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But looking back upon what happened, they 
wWondered, that none of them had wit to open 
the door, and to flee from the houſe, which 
had been eafier done than to light the firſt 
candle. But they behoved to undergo this 
trial, having no power to eſcape it, And by

Prayer being 
ended, ſhe began the before-related ſtory, and 
told it from the beginning. But when ſhe 
came to the dog's part, fhe telling-him, that he 
was juſt now ſitting upon the chair where the 
dog lay aſleeping, the miniſter riſes up, and ta- 
king the miſtreſs by the hand, Come, (ſaid 
he) I have ſeen his chair, in the name of Al- 
mighty God, I will ſee his chamber too;“ and 


ſo went in to ſee the little room from which 


the apparitions came, and to which they re- 
turned; in which room ſhe gave the miniſter 
an account of what followed the dog. In the 
mean time a gentleman came in, whom ſhe 
knew by his voice, and running to him with 

reat fervour, they embraced one another af- 
fectionately with tears. To make an end, this 
ſtranger was the gentleman to whom the ghoſt 


of the deceaſed huſband appeared about Tra- 


nent, the very hour when he was expiring at 
Edinburgh. He told likewiſe, that that morn- 
ing the ghoſt appeared to him, he was reſolved 
to attend the Duke of Lauderdale from Li- 
thingtoun to Edinburgh; but this apparition 
diſcompoſing his wife, he could not.

An Apparition of a deceaſed Wife to ber Husband

IR, that which I narrated to you the other 
day, I have now ſent it under my hand, 
as a- thing very certain and fure, I knew a 
ſervant maid that ſerved a gentlewoman in the 
old provoſt's cloſe, as they call it, who was mar- 
ried to a butcher called John Ritchey, about 
twelve years ago. She lived about five years 
with him, aud had four children to him, and 
then died. Within a few days after her bu- 
rial, he went in fuit of a young woman, court- 
ing her for marriage. He had a comerade of 
the ſame trade, to whom he revealed his inten- 
tion, and defired him to meet him at ſuch a 
houſe, near to the court of guard, down ſome 
cloſe or other, that he might ſee his new miſ- 
treſs. The appointment was keeped. The two 
lovers fat down together on a bed-fide, and the 
comerade fat oppoſite to them, there being a 
table between them, and a window or ſhot 
at the head of the room, that gave them light, 
the cloſe or wynd was narrow to which they 
e ad a fight, And while the two are dallying 
together in the bed, the other ſmiling at them, 
benold, while this man is caſting his eye about 
he room, he perceived diſtin the body ant! 
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face of the dead wife, in her cloaths, looking

On Friday following, one Agnes Naſmith

which Chriſtian replied, What do I know?? 
Then Agnes aſked, How herſelf did, and 
how old ſhe was? To which ſhe anſwered, that 
Me was well, and in the eleventh year of her 
_ 2 

On Saturday night thereafter, the child went 
to bed in good health; but ſo ſoon as ſhe was 


aſleep, began to cry, Help, help;“ and did 
fly over the reſting- bed where ſhe was lying, 
with ſuch violence, that her brains had been 
daſh'd out, if a woman had not broke the 
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force of the child's motion, and remained as 
if ſhe had been dead, for the ſpace of half an 
hour. After this ſhe was troubled with ſore 
pains, except in ſome ſhort intervals. And 
when any of the people preſent touched any 
part of her body, ſhe did cry and ſcreech with 
ſuch vehemence, as if they had been killing 
her, but could not ſpeak. , 

Some days thereafter ſhe fell a crying, that 
Katharine Campbel and Agnes Naſmith were 
cutting her fide, and other parts of her bo- 
dy.

She did thurſt out of her mouth parcels of 
hair, ſome curled, ſome platted, ſome knotted, 
of different colours, and in large quantities;

cheſnut; ſome whereof were ſo hot, that they 
could ſcarcely be handled: One of which, Dr 
Briſbane, being by her when ſhe took it out of 
her mouth, felt to be hotter than any one's

The girl continued a long time in this con-

ing Beatie Laing's threatenings, he preſentiy 
ſuſpects devilry in the matter, and quarrels te 
thing. Thereafter, finding his indiſpolition * 
growing worſe and worſe, being cormented and 
prickled as with bodkins and pins, he openly 
lays tha blame upon witchsraft, and accuſes 
Beatie Laing. He continued to be tormented, 
and ſhe was, by warrant, apprehended, with o- 
thers in Pittenweem. No natural reaſon could be 
given for his diſtemper, his face and neck be- 
ing dreadfully diſtorted, his back prodigiouſly Þ# 
ling and falling, his belly ſwelling and fall- 
ing on a ſudden; his joints pliable, and in- [ 
„ 


ſtantly ſo ſtiff, as no human power could bow 
them. Beatie Laing and her he]liſh compa- 
nions being in cuſtody, were brought to the 
room where he was, and his face covered, ge 
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told his tormentors were in the room, naming 
them, And though formerly no confeſſion had 
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deen made, Beatie Laing confeſſed her crime, 
and accuſed ſeveral others as acceſſiry, 
The ſaid Beatie having confeſſed her com- 
pat with the devil, and uſing of ſpells; and 
particularly her ſlockening the coal in water, 
| ſhe named her aſſociates in revenge againſt Pe- 
ter Morton, viz, Janet Corſet, Lillie Wallace, 
and ——— Lawſon, had framed a picture of 
wax, and every one of the forenamed perſons 
having pur their pin in the picture for torture, 
They could not tell what had become of the: 
image, but thought the devil had ſtollen it, 
whom they had ſeen in the priſon. . _. 
Beatie Laing likewife ſaid, that one Iſobel 
Adams, a young laſs, was alſo in compact with 
the devil. This woman was deſired to fee with 


Beatie, which ſhe refuſed : And Beatie let her 


ſee a man at the other end of the table, who 


appeared as a gentleman, and promiſed her all 
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|. proſperity in the world; ſhe promiſed her ſer- 
| vice to him, and he committed uncleanneſs with 
her, (which ſhe ſaid no other had done before) 


and he put his mark in her fleſh, which was ve- 
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ry painful. She was ſhortly after ordered to 


attend the company; to go to one M Grigor's 
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houſe to murder him: He awaking when they 
were there, and recommending himſelf to God, 
they were forced to withdraw. r 
This Iſobel Adams appeared ingenuous, and 
very penitent in her confeſſion; ſhe ſaid, he 
who forgave Manaſſeh's witchcrafts, might for- 
give hers alſo: and died very penitent, and to 
the ſatisfaction of many. 
This Beatie Laing was ſuſpected by hep 
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huſband, long before ſhe was laid in priſon by 
warrant of the magiſtrates : The occaſion was 


thus, ſhe ſaid, that ſhe had packs of wogl ; 


coming from Leith to her, which ſhe was tõ 
ſell at Auchtermuchty fair; and they being long- 
ſome in coming to the market, he ſaid, It 


would not be time to the fair.” She deſired 


him to go to the market; for ſhe was ſure her 
merchant would not fail her. He went o 
long before her; and when he came to the 


town, he found her before him, and two packs 


of very good wool, which ſhe inſtantly fold, 
and coming home with a black horſe which 
ſhe had' with her; they drinking till it was 
late in the night ere they came home, the man 
ſaid, „What ſhall I do with the horſe?“ She 


replied, «« Caſt the bridle on his neck, and 


you will be quite of him.” And, as her huſ- 


band thought, the horſe flew with a great noiſe 5 


away in the air. 7 


They were, by a complaint to the Privy 


Council, proſecute by her Majeſty's Advocate 


1704, but all ſet at liberty, fave one who died 


in priſon in Pittenweem. Beatie Laing died 
undeſired, in her bed in St Andrews; all the 
reſt died miſerable and violent deaths. | 


RELATION XIII. 
Concerning the bewitching of a ebild in Ireland, 
AT Ancrim in Ireland, a little girl of nine- 
| teen years of age, e to none in the 
place for beauty, education and birth, inno- 
cently put a leaf of Sorrel, which ſhe got from 
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10 SATAN'S INVISIBLE 
a witch, after ſhe had given the begging witch 
bread and beer at the door: it was ſcarce ſwal- 
lowed by her, but ſhe began to be tortured 
in her bowels, to tremble all over, and even 
was convulſive; and in fine, to ſwoon away as 
dead. The doctors uſed remedies on the gth 
of May 1698, at which time it happened, but 
to no purpoſe, the child continued in a moſt 
terrible paroxiſm: Whereupon they ſent for a 
miniſter, who ſcarce had laid his hand on her, 
when ſhe was turned by the demon in the moſt 
dreadful ſhapes. She began firſt to rowl her- 
>felf about, then to vomit horſe-dung, needles, 
pins, hairs, feathers, bottoms of thread, pieces 
of glaſs, window. nails, nails drawn out of a 
cart or coach wheels, an iron-knite above a 
. ſpan long, eggs and fiſh ſhells, And when 
the wretch (I ſhould have ſaid the witch) came 
near the place, or looked to the houſe, though 
at the diſtance of 200 paces from the houſe 
where the child was, ſhe was in worſe ter- 
ment, inſomuch that no life was expected for 
the child, till the witch was removed to ſome 
greater diſtance. 
This witch was apprehended, condemned, 
ſtrangled and burnt; and was deſired to 
undo the incantation, immediately before 
ſtrangling; but faid ſhe could not, by reaſon 
others had done againſt her likewiſe : But the 
. wretch confeſſed the fame, with many more. 
The child was about the middle of Septem- 
ber thereafter, carried to a gentleman's houſe, 
where there were many other things ſcarce ti 
credible, but that ſeveral miniſters, and the We 
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gentleman have atteſted the ſame. The rela-

; Concerniag the witches of Calder. 


H E famous witch of Calder is not to be 
altogether paſſed by. This horrible ſlave 


of Satan was firſt ſuſpected by her neighbours, 


and then her horrible witchcrafts were found 


to the conviction of- many, and direful expe · 


rience of my Lord Torphichen's family. 

She had a child died, which ſhe gave to the 
devil, not only the ſoul, but the corps with 
out burying. 


She put an incantation upon the foreſaid 


honourable Lord's fon, ſo that he was the ter- 
ror as well as the grief of the family, This 
child was in a room with his ſiſters, he told

y ignorant, and ſcarce knew any thing but 
8 witchcraft. There was one day that this 
child | wits waited on when he was to be taken 
away, they kept the door and window cloſe ; 
but a certain perſon going to the door, he made 
ſhift and got to the door, and was lifted in 
the air; but was catched by the heels and coat- 
tails, and brought back. 

There were many and dreadful things hap- 
pened to this child, which J forbear to men- 
tion, on account of che honourable family, and 
that 1t is too late, and in every body's head. 
When the witch was examined about the
